REPEAL BILL. 
ITS PASSAGE IN THE HOUSE.

WasHineTon, D. C.. 
passed the bili for the repeal of the Resumption 
act by thirteen majority; yet itis not very long 
aco that Tom Ewing was confident that he 
would have two-thirds. The ¢ontest. in the 
House to-day was long and tedious, and at one 
time the friends of the measure became muck 
alarmed. Fort, of Illinois, whose bill was the 
one finally passed, spoke but afew moments 
He understood that the popular demand for the 
repeal of the Resumption act isso great that 
the people would change the Senate and Presi 
dent if necessary to accomplish this. Fort, as¢ 
member of the Banking and Currency Commit 
tee, has constantly opposed 
beyond those which provide simply for the re 
peal of the date clause. The bill which passed. 
it is claimed, will | 

SAVE THE FREE-BANKING PROVISIONS 
of the act. of 1S75. 

Speaker Randal], by a ruling which did nat 
please the hard-money men, although it satis 
tied every one who had ameadments, deciared 
tnat all amendments otfered must be voted on 
This might have involved ca)ling the roll fiftees 
times.

shared a similar fate, as did that of Hewitt, of 
New York,.authorizing the accumulation of 
gold immediately to be used for the redemption 
of legal-enders.

of Eden’s amendment, repealing the resump- 
tion clause and prohibiting the further issue of 
National-Bank-notes; of Chittenden’s amend- 
ments authorizing the withdrawal of legal 
tenders and issue of bonds; of Keifer’s amend- 
ment prohibiting the retiring and canceling of 
legal tenders; of Deering’: amendment, which 
provided for resumption in 1880; and of Alij- 
rich’s, limiting the reduction of outstanding 
legal tenders. Stenger’s amendment was not 
one to be voted on by ayes and nays.

Of 
these thirteen, nine were Republicans, being ail 
but one Kepublicans from the South. 

THERE HAS BEEN LITTLE CHANGE 
in sentiment since the séssion began. The 
vote, approaching a test, taken Oct. 31, stood 
137 w lis. The result was a greafsurprise to 
both sides.. Had hard-money men known the 
real sitnation when the session began, they 
would have loaded the bill down with the Wara 
amendment providing for the payment of la- 
boring men in gold, and then defeated the bill. 
As it is, with only thirteen majority. the friends 
di, the bill have litt!e hope of passing it in the 
Senate, and scarcely nope of its finaliy becom- 
vg a law. 

A BILL POSTPONING THE DATE 

of resumption one vear longer than the present 
iaw, and providing some additional machinery 
of resumption, would Lave commanded a much 
larger vote from those dissatisiied with the 
present law. 


.-THE SENATE CONTEST. 
POOR PATTERSON. 
Special. Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasancton, D. C., Nov. 23.—The condition 
of Senator Patterson is pitiable, as he has re- 
ceived no positive assurances of immunity. 
Whether he is guilty or not. every one assumes 
that the Democrats are likely to send him to 
the Penitentiary unjess he makes some bargain 
with them. Patterson is understood to think 

that the Democrats will be «more lenient if he 
assists them to capture the Senaic, but his 
friends sav that he has received no positive as- 
surance of pardon or a nolle prosequi, and 
Hamburg Butler himself, to whom the detec- 
tion of Patterson is attributed, certainly has no

action on Tnésday, and that the Kellogg case, 
being reported from a Committee, 

WILL HAVE THE PREFERENCE. 

The Repablican Senators are hopeful that they 
will be able to seat Keliogg, but in these days 
of déesertions nothing is certain.

A billtorepeal ali that part of the act approved 

, Jan. 1875, known as the Resumption act, 
which authorized the Secretary of the Treasury 
to dispose of United States bonds and receem and 
cancel greenback currency.

it shall be the duty of the Secrétary of the Treas- 
ury w redeem the lega)-tender United States notes 
in excess only of $300, 000,000 to the amount of 
80 per centum of the sum of Nationa Bank notes 
so issued to any such banking association as afore- 
said, and to continue such recdemptien as such cir- 
culating notes’ are iasued aotil there shali be ont- 
etanding the sum of 3°00, 000,000.o0f such tegal- 
tender United States notes and no more, and on 
and after the lstday of January, Anno Domini 
1879, the Secretary of the Treaaufy shall redeem 
in coin United States legal-tender potes then out- 
standing on their presentation for redemption at 
the office of the Assistant Treasnurerof the United 
States in the City of New York in sumsof not less 
than $50, and, to enable the Becretary of the 
Treasury to prepare and provide for redemption in 
this act authorized or required, he is authorized to 
use any surplus revenues from time to.time in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, and to issue, 
sell, and dispose of at not less than par 
in coin either of the Geseripfions of bonds 
of the United States. described in the act 
of Congress approved July 14, IS70, entitied **An 
act to authorize the refunding of national debt,” 
with like q ialities, privileges, and exemptions, to 
the extent necessary to carry this act into fal! ef- 
fect. and to ase the proceeds tadréof for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, be, and the same is, her: vy re- 
pealed.

THE NATIONAL GRANGE. 


Address of the Grand Master. 

CINCINN ATI. Nov. 33 At the session of the 
National Grange to-day the subject of mileage 
of members was discussed, but no conclusion 
reached. A receplion was tendered the mem- 
bere by the citizeas to-night. Mayor Moore 
made the weleomipg speech. 

Cincinnati Enqutrer, Nor. 22. 

The National Grange of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry convened at the Grand Hotel in this city 
at 11 o’clock vesterday morning. The call of 
the roll showed that delegates were present 
from the following State Granges, viz.: Califor- 
nia, Connecticut, Delaware, Llinois,- Indiana, 
Kansas, Kentucky; Maine, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Missou- 
ri, New Hampshire, New Jersey, North Caro- 
lina, Vluo, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Texas, Ver- 
mont, West Virginia, Wisconsin, and Colorado, 

lakota Territory. It is expected that repre- 
sentatives from the other State Granves will be 
present to-day. 

The Grand Master began the real work of the 
session by delivering the folowing address: 

ADDRESS OF GRAND MASTER JOLIN T. JONES, 

BROTHERS AND SisTERS OF THE NaTIionaL 
GrancE: Permitted to assemble again at the ap- 
pointed time for our annual session, the. first emo- 
tion of a true Patron’s heart is that of cratitude to 
the Giver of ali Good for the blessings vouchsafed 
to onr people, to our country, and.to our Order m 
the year that has passed, in the benignant seasons, 
thé vrowth of national sentiment, the-réturn of 
fraternal eympathies, the progress of ecience, of 
the arts, _ vroader education, and a8 a sequence, 
of ahivher civilization, which is the objective 
point of all humanefforts, 

In reviewing the agencies of this advance, may 
we not justiy clam a large share for our Order, 
especially in the most important feature of reunit- 
ing the people of lately opposing sections in heart, 
in purpose, and in deed? We look back to ont 
first grand Conyres¢ at St. Lonis as the era of this 
return of good feeling, cemented by our meetings 
at Charleston, at Louisville, and at Chicago. 

It has been my fortune to participate in all of 
these assemblies, and I rejoice to say that I can- 
not remember an act, expression, or a word that 
indicated sectional Hi-wiil;* but bow much do we 
all remember, who were present at these meetings 
in and out of our Grange halls, assuring our re- 
stored friendship, we trastto be immortal? Ten 
years ago we launched our Grange ship upon an 
untried ocean. Associations for mutual aja and 
support, having their origin in the mutual gepend- 
ence of mankind on each otser as social beings, are 
fs old as human svctety itself: but we search fn 
vain among them for any traces of an affiliated so- 
ciety of agricultutists to improve the moral, sociai, 
and imteiieetaal condition of the farming classes, 
and to raise them t@ an es apes with the other 
classes ofcommunity. Such wete the originai ov- 
jects of the Grange} but to reach these the farnier” 
must bé emancipated from long vassalage to the 
power of other Classes, the result of their organi- 
zation and of his isolatron in the past. At our an- 
nual mectings we look back to see what progress 
we have inade, and carefully examine all pacts of 
our vessel to see that sbe is well found in every 
respect and fitto ride any storm without loss of 
rope or spar. 

The retrospect is full of encouragement to us in 
advancing the mighty reforms we have initiated. 
We are now assured in the solidity of our founda- 
tions. The principles underlying our organization 
cannot be successfully impugned; ite extension is 
now &# wide as the continent. and beyond; its 
benefits and privileges are being made to reach the 
hamblest in the land, who may, by a wise use of 
them, be elevated from poverty, ignorance, deg- 
radation, and vassalage, to an intelligent, virtu- 
ous fréedom. With improved teaching and disci- 
pline, we finé our Order steadily advancing in good 
works, while it has been freeing itself from dead 
branches, parasites, and noxious weeds, until it 
now stands fort) a healthy, vigorous body, conf- 
dent in its strength, in the trath and value of its 
principles to ourselves, to society, to the Common- 
wealth, the Nation, 

Seeing that our progress in the application of our 
principles to the athai irs of life has been if propor- 
tion t our education in these principles, and to 
the diffusion of general intelligence, including 
better information as tu the forces and laws which 
determine individual prosperity, as well as genera) 
progress In civiligution, for which the Granve-has 
oroved the most efficient 6chool modern times has 


d 
fea ce we can command from every source 


availagle to us. 

The expediency of adopting, at this session, 
some general systematic plan of propaganda, ¢spe- 
cially of the principles which ,ande co-opera- 
tion, our great Jever power, its trae forme of de- 
velopment and applicability to every phase of our 
domestic, social, and political life 18 commended 
to your consideration. It is believed that mach 
good has been accomplished in this direction by 
the reprint of about 10,000 copies of a dozen En- 
rlish tracts upon this subject. Though this num- 
ber could sapply but a smallfraction of our mem- 
i@rship, they have been reproduced by the agrical- 
tural and Grange press over the whole country, 
and have thus reached a mach greater number of 
readers, though not in that connected form most 
desirable. a 

Co-operation is now regarded as a science, neea- 


ing definition and expositionsimply; and, of itself, 


it means two.or more acting in common to facili- 
tate a given result; but conventionally, and reia- 
tive to the system adopted by tne Grange, 1t Is de- 
fined to be a form of association and a mode of 
action based upon the principles of developing 
wealth, and spreading these advantages to all con- 
nected, pro raia to their several eiforts or labors 
therein. It pays a common interest upon the pro 
rata contributions of capital, and it divided a com- 
mon pro rata share in the profits of the oaet 
action proportionate to the trade of the severa 
members yielding that profit. 

Ever since 1842, when the foundation of the 
Rochdale Equitable Pioneers, in England, wis 
laid, co-operation has crown steadily, and shows 
no signs of retrogression, and, if anythi can be 
said to be certain in human and commereial affairs, 
it is that co-operative production and distribution 
have taken a permanent place in our social system 
in America as well as in Lurope. 

Political and social] economists in our country 
are beginning to see in this system, rightly undér- 
stood and fully carried out, a grander destiny than 
a highly successiul commercia: adventure, in heal- 
ing tue widening and emuittering feuds between 
the class of laborers and the ciase of Pe a aot by 
uniting the two forces in a peaceful co-operation, 
which shall take the place of the old antagouism 
and hostility vetween them, and that itisa change 
in society Which will combine the freedom and in- 
dependence of the individual with the moral. in- 
tellectual, and economic advantage of ayvgregaie 
production, which, without violence or spoliation, 
or any sudden disturbance of existing habits er ex- 
pectations, will realize: at all events in the in- 
dustrial department, the best as pitations of the 
democratic spirit, and that it is the moat bene ‘iela! 
ordering of individual eflorts for the universal 
whach it is at present possible to foresee. 

Tne Grange, upon matute considerations, has 
adopted this system, and under it# auspices It Is 
spreading from ocean to ocean, and from the 
laxes on the north to the culf on the south, upon 
a plan which provides for interstate and intea- 
national co-operation. 

The so great a reform iste affect the fortunes of 
the class here represented, over such a vast are@, 
ail will admit; in view of which and the infancy f 
the co-operative movement with us, we sh uld 
carefully deliverate upon the best mode of develop- 
ing it. 

The system which our Grange agencies started 
upon of giving the profit on cach transaction te 
the purchaser@by not adding ordinary trade pros, 
is one whose whole scale of advantage be¢ims and 
ends in this sinvle act; there is no intercourse 
among? mem)ers, noria there any object to be at- 
tained, or any idea promulgated beyond that of 
getting goods at cost price. If this @e the enly 
object, it is equaily answered whether the ad- 
vantage be given in each separate transaction, or 
in the form of dividends atthe eniof the quarter 
or half-year, while the latter plac:s at the dis- 
po alof the agency funds for toe extension of 
business. ‘The constant supervision of business 
it involvea, and the constant intercourse among 
members for basiness; purposes it ¢alis for, neces- 
sarily develov business capacity. t leads to 
constant discussions in regard to the development 
of the co-operative idea and movement; it begets 
fruitful thought and associative habits.” 

Our members are discovering by their own ex- 

erience that the co-operative stere system has, 
ike everything else, its natural business develop- 
ment; that distribative co-operation is practically 
an organization of consumption, and that whoie- 
gale, formed by a feceration of retail stores, con- 
ducted upon the same principles, are nnce*sary to 
a thorough success, The wholesales being the 
etock in trade of the retail establishments just as 
the latter are the stock In trade of the mem)efs, 
there is a unity of interest which alone can secure 
concentration and thorough ¢o-operation. But the 
originators of the co-operative movement looxed 
much more to its mora! and social than its econom- 
ical resulta, grand as these have been, and much 
creater as are its capacities, with thoroagh loyalty 
Lo its principles and a confidmg upion in their 
precticable application. 

Let us labor to impart to it that livingsoul which 
will.animate it when we have passed away, the 
spirit of each for all and all for eack. 

The theme is a burning one, but the subject is 
too large for an address on an occasion like the 
present. Our great want is knowleavge. To give 
knowledge is the real mission of co-operation: 
for, afier all, our ruinous competitive stracgie is 
but a giant. maAnifestation of ignorance... U we 
continue by competition to place the increasing 
wealth of the nation in the hands of the few. 
leaving the multitude destitute of the means of 
developing their physicaland inteilkectca!l powers, 
as sure as to-morrow’s sun will rise so sure witla 
very great portion of thet wealth be confiecated 
from them, not by iewal enactment, but by tae 
revolutionary prvucess of pauperism, violence, and 
crime. ' 

The great difficulty of providing satisfactorily. 
in moments of depression, for unemploved labor, 
will never be solved by private efort, by Gevern- 
ment levislation, or by any other method but by 
looking in the direction of agsociations and. organ- 
izations of labor. If labor cannot do for itseif, 
other forces can. Then let ajl true co-operators be 
up and doing, not ae vending too mutch On po'iti#al 
machinery, but measuring the silent fortes around 
us, and using wisely the sochal machine of ce- 
operative organization. From this tedy should go 
forth the action which will ‘unify our societies and 
give meaning and effect to their werk. 

A vety generai desire has beef expressel that 
our rules for Patrons’ (o-operative Associations 
should be modiiied.as to make it Jegaily pogsibie 
that persons, or soctetics composed of persons #T) - 
vaged in other industrial pufsuits. might become 
stockholders in our co-operative enterprises. The 
co-operative plan, adopted iat our ninth seesion, 
and farther matured at the last session, ** makes 
the entire businesa arm of our Order separate and 
distinct from the Grange as a social, moral, in- 
tellectual and benevolent § fraternity.”’ At the 
kame time it was deciared ‘‘that the ore is inche- 
pensable to the other,” and that ‘*both that are 
needed to develep our acknowledged Grange pria- 
ciples to their fullestextent. The bond-of union 
and harmony in our varied. agricultural interests 
which the Granges secure for us, begets the uni- 
formity and Sarmony neressary fortiie successful 
wor<ing of our business enterprises. ”’ Reillecting 
upon the remarkable modfcation of agri- 
cultural industry in Amerfica, with the 
aivauce of our Civilization and  settle- 
menta, and that the mach advocated ‘' mized 
husbandry’ of pioneer times, when the husband- 
man dnilt his house, made his implements, ground 
h'« grain, mad» his shoes, while the wife spun and 
wove the clothing, and performed many other 
functions unknown to more advanced commnunities, 
haa yielded toa system of division of labor under 
which agricuiture 18 being confined to the raw pro- 
ducts, and all elee once considered aan cessary to 
its development have become speciaities, ad 
have lefithe farm-houses forthe factories, while

Agisiatures which would give co-operative socie- 
ties a distinct and independent position, as they 
have in the United Kingdom, instead of keeping 
them, as at present, under acts that are specially 
intended for quite different kinds of docieties. 
Acting upon the recommendation of the Commit- 
tee on Co-operation at the last session, which was 
adopted by the National Grange, I prepared an Act 
for the creation and regulation of industrial and 
provident socteties, with a view of meeting this 
want, which has been carefully revised by the 
courtesy of Mry Neale, the legal adviser of the 
Central Co-operative Board of the United King- 
dom, who has devoted his most anxtous thousht 
and valuable learning to the subject of c0-opera- 
tion and ite needs for over thirty yéars.

Deputy for Germany in the person of Herr Gustay 
Prenzel, a practical farmer, near Berlin, with 
whose high character ant culture we have veen 
made familiar by the correspondence between him 
and our late Commissioner, published in the jour- 
nals of our last session. 

Our relations with the Dominion Grange, Can- 
ada, continue to be most cerdial and fraternaj, 
Theygxpress a strong desire to unite with us in 
carrying out the purposes of the Anglo-American 
Company, and are progressive in their Grange 
work.

ANOTHER GOOD MAN GONE, 
Special Dispatch to The Cascago Tribune. 

New York, Nov.23.—The 7imes has an account 
of another mammoth swindle—this time com- 
mitted by Louis F. Theresson, a lawyer doing 
business in Pine street under the firm name of 
Theresson & Bryan. The amount of defalca- 
tions discovered is $130,000. Theresson is a 
vestryman of the Church of the Incarnation. He 
is also Treasurer ofthe St. Luke’s Hospital 
Society of the same church, and was, until re- 
cently, the Sunday-School Superiutendent. He 
is a man about Sf years of age, a 
native of this city, and of highly = re- 
spectable parentage. The Moores are 
relatives of Theresson. He lived im good 
stvie in Madison avenue, moved iv the best so- 
gicty, and was reputed wealthy. He has a wife 
undone son. The Theressons and the Tituses 
were old friends. Mrs. Maria Titus, daughter 


of Mrs. Sarah J. Zabriskie, played 
with Louis when she was ai lit- 
tle girl and he a_  MIittle boy. When 


Mrs. fitus’ husband died, in 1859, she placed 
per entire estate in Theresson’s charge, con- 
sisting of $40,000 in bonds and mortgaves, se- 


cured notes, and other good securities. tive

Front streets, and a number of other dwellings 
on other streets. . Theresson sold the Twelith 
st ect stableg with Mrs. Titus’ consent, for 
$18,000, and he expended $40,000 onthe erection 
of a manufactory at Hester and Nott streets 
He aiso furnishéd Mrs. Titus from tune to 
time with sums as she needed for her persona!

Such was 
ber conlidence in bim that she pever asked for 
ai accounting. During the past six years Mr. 
Zabriskie has been in the habit of handing over 
ber surplu® money to Therésson for invest- 
ment to the extent of many thousands 
vi dollars. He aiways accounted for it to ber 

satisfaction, and the intcrest was promptly paid.

When: contronted he offered some 
sort of reatitution, but it proved valueless, and, 
on iuesday, Andrew C. Zabriskie, as executor 
ol the estete of Mrs. ‘Titus, stituted suit 
against Theresson, aud applled to dudge 
Lawrence, in the Supreme Court, for an 
order of arrest, which was granted, the bail be- 
ing fixed at $10,000. The order was put in the

THE BARRE TT MURDER. 

Special Correspondence of The Tritrwne. 

Des Mores, la., Nov. 21.—On the 28th of 
August, 1874, this city was startled by the dis- 
covery of a most brutal murder, which had been 
committed the night before on one of the most 
public streets of the city, by finding the body of 
Mrs. Ella Barrett lying dead upon the floor of 
her room, with her head crushed, as if from a 
blow with a hammer, while the disordered 
room showed that robbery was the object. A 
gold watch and chain, other articles of fine 
jeweiry, elegant silk dresses, and a large sum 
of money known to be in her possession, 
were missing, trunks, drawers, and satcbels 
were broken, and the floor strewed with their 
contents. A dodr at a near stairway was found 


open, a pool of blood on the lower step, and 
blood-staius leading to the,dead body up-stairs, 
showing that the victim had been called to the 
door, and was «truck down, and then dragged 
up-stairs. 

Suspicion at once fell upon Robert Graves, a 
necro who had been eraployed by tae Woman on 
the Sfih in putting down carpets, and who bad 
a difiiculty about the price, and was heard Lo 
make harsh threats as he left the premises. 
He was a villainous character, and had long 
been suspected of arson and robbery. He, and 
Henry Red, Andrew Smith, and Archie 
Brown,—a.i negroes, and the Jatter well known 
to guests of the Savery House as its porter ior 
Many years,—were arrested. An extended 
preliminary examination failed to furn sh evi- 
dence to hold t! em, ana they were discharged. 
But the city authorities haye pot, from that 
day to. this, abandoned, the theory of their 


guilt. (Graves was subsequently convicted of 
arson, aud sent to the Penitentiary.) It was 
several months before any clew could be got to 


Wurk upon, but tivally it was discovered that 
Smith and ited had disposed of considerabie 
{erelry aud dress-goods among culored people in 

issCuri, where they formerly were slaves. So 
positive was the evidence ‘that the ‘right trail 
Was strack that the tour were again arrested, 
and have since beep in prison, exept Brown, 
who gave $25,000 bail, {urnisbed by iriends who 
do not believe his guilt.

Graves and went to the door, while he 
(Smith) and Brown stood on the street to keep 
guard. Graves knocked on the door, and the 
woman came down and asked who was there, 
when Graves said, “A friend.”” The door was 
partly opened, when the woman tried toclose 
it again. Graves forced it gpen, and struck her 
on the head with a hatehet, and be and Red 
dragged her up stairs. All four then’ went 
through the house. The watch and jewely, and 
most of the things, were carried to Missouri and 
sold, Smith pawned some bogus jewelry in 
Keokuk, to mislead the oflicers. 

This confession was corroborated by the tes- 
timony of another witness, who lived at Grand 
Junction, acolored man intimately acquainted 
with all the parties. Hesaid that,on the 7th 
of September, he was iv the city, and met 
Gravés and Ked, who told him of the murder- 
excitement ; and they had a package they wished 
him to take home and keep forthem. He went 
home that night, and examined the package, 
which contained a gold watch and chain with 
charms attached, a gould bracelei, other jewel y, 
aml a toilet-set. The néxt day he got a tele- 
gram from Boone to bring the box there to 
Graves and Red, which he did, and delivered all 


to them but the watch and chain, which 
he’ kept until electionday, Is74, when 
he delivered them to Andy Smith here 


in Des Moines. We told Smith he did not like 
to keep itanvionger. The watch-chain, tittle 
kniie, bracelet, earrings, and otber articles, were 
shown, and identified as those which were 
given to him by Graves and Red. 

Graves was called into court the other day, 
and was ready and willing to make a ful! con- 
fession of the crime: but his counsel) forbade 
his opening his mouth, and he took his seat in 
the Wilhiess- box, shut his mouth, and did not 


It may be that the unknown white man had 
much to do with the murder, but he succeeded 
in covering his tracks so that it is im possivle lo 
find him.

St. Louis, Noy. 23.—Rande, the caged out- 
law, is greatly improved to-day, and Dr. Robin- 
son, the attending phvsician, states that his 
removal to Illinois would be safe at any time.

A spruce-looking young man entered the office 
of Chief McDonough this morning and intro- 
duced himself as Frank Nichots, the party who 
laid in jailtwo weeks and a’day on acharge of 
being the St. Elmo murderer, and who was 


tried and acquitted a few days ago. Nichols 
produced letters from the [linois authori- 
ties identiiving and introducing him to 


the Chief. It was his desire, he said, 
to see Rande, and to satisfv himself whether or 
not be bore such a striking resemb!anuce to the 
much-talked-of cutthroat.

SEDUCTION AND MANSLAUGHTER. 

Ann Akbor, Mich., Noy. 22.—Much interest 
is taken in the case of the State against George 
Cook, who was recently convicted of map- 
slaughter for the shooting and killing of Will- 
jam: Batey, at Sabine, in March last. 

The following is a history of the affray: 
Batey, aged 21, was a fascinating young man of 
the village, and belonged to a family said to be 
of bad repute, and made boasts of young girls 
whom he alieged Were in a delicate condition 
through him. He openly avowed his intention 
of ruining Sarah Cook, aged 16, a sister of the 
prisoner, and rumor says he succeeded. Young 
Cook, a trifle older tian Batey, incensed at his 
sister’s condition and Batey’s action, tareatene d 
to shoot both. 

Last Mar:b Batey was arrested at theinstance 
of Amelia Brage, charged with being the tather 
of a bouncing b aby, of which sane was the 
mother. Batey was incarcersted in the County 
Jail, awaiting trial, but in afew days, for some 
cause, was released, and immediately returaed 

to Sabine. ‘ihe next day he went out riding 
with Sarah ¢ ok, and the two were gone util | 
o’clock at night, anda portion of the balance ot 
thee nirht was spent by her at Batey’s father’s 
house. Doward moruing she went home, had 
some words with her mother, and at bre akfast 
stated her intention of marrving young Batey. 

She wae opposed by her mother ana George. 
She left the table in anger, and proceeded to 
pack preparatory to leaving the house, deciar- 
ing Batey had ruined ber, and ke was going to 
marry her. She has since claimed she was noi 
in earnest, but only said tins to induce her

Mention was made in -yesterday’s TRinung 
that the reorganized Southwestern Railroad 
Rate Association is Working no better under the 
new arrangement than it did under the oid one, 
anil that the meeting to be held at the Grand 
Pacific Tuesday woald again have to tackle its 
old enemy, the Wabash Road, woich continues 
to compete successfully for the ‘Missouri River 
business, and semeljow or otber manages to in- 
vade the te rritors of the pool. The business the 
WV abash has managed to take away from the 
by giving extraordinary inducements to 
slippers, bas been more severe than the pool 
lines are willing to admit. The principal suiler- 
ers from this competition are the Chicags lines, 
for there can be no doubt that the Hannibal &

St. Joe, and one or two of the st. Louis 
roads are secretly aiding and abet- 
ting the Wabash. While the Chicago 
roads) get their share of the profits under 


the new arrangement, yet the diversion of 
the business to other routes more than counter- 
balances their temporary profits, for if the com- 
bination should cease to exist it would 
ther ab immense amount of money and labor 
to get this business back again. The shippers 
of Kansas City have always looked upon ‘the 
pool with unfriendly eyes, and since the diffi- 
cuity with the yous and ghe elevators of that 
city they have been doing their utmost to break 
it up, and have favored outside lines whenever 
they could. Several of the managers of the 
roads belonging tq the pool who a short time 
ago were confident that the pool under the new 
management would work successfully have now 
changed their opinion, and they are now speak- 
ing of a dissolution of the pooling arrangement 
as probable. If they are permitted, they say, 
to compete with the Wabash, it wil! not take 
them long to drivé it from the field, as with 
equal rates it could get none of the business. 

Ihe railroads are pow beginring to find out 
that combinations will not stop competition, 
and that shippers always manage to find other 
ontlets if the y get hard pushed. The most suc- 
cessful of-all the pools, that of the three Iowa 
lines leading from this city to Omaha, is-.suffer- 
ing from the competition of the Wabash and 
other Southwestern lines. It was the attempted 
stoppage of competition which made the Granger 
movements’a few years ago such a failure, aud 
this same cause will prevent railroad com bina- 
tions from ever betoming a success. It is the 
opinion of those who have studied the railroad 
problems for yearsithat competition cannot be 
stopped, and that dvery attempt to do it will 
prove a complete failure. If railroads could only 
keep faith with each other, and would refuse to 
take business at léss rates than will pay them 
a fair percentage dn their investments, railroad 
business would soa be in a healthier condition.

CHANCELLOR PRUYN, OF NEW 
' YORK, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 23.—John V. L. Pruyn, 
one of the foremost men of the State, died at 
Clifton Springs, N. Y., Wednesday. His death 
was due, principally, te an affection of the kid- 
neys, although there was a general breaking 
down of his health, for which he had sought 
the baths, hoping for relief. Mr. Pruyn was 
born in Albany, N. Y.; was admitted to the Bar 
in 1582; Wasa wember of the Senate for the 
years 162 and 1865, and a Representative from 
the Albany District in the Thirty-eighth Con- 
cress, 1563-1565,. and the Fortieth Congress, 
1869-1871. In 1844, he;was made a member of 
the Board of Regents of the University, and for 
fifteen years he has been the honored Chancel- 
lor. Mr. Prauyn was also President of the 
Albany institute, and his name is inseparably 
linked with manv educational institutions and 
objects of public interest. 

Mr. Pruyn was twice married, His first wite 
urner, a nicce of Mrs. Erastus Corn- 
ing. By her he had three children. His second 
wife, who survives him, and by whom he had 


two daughters, is a daughter of Judge A.J. 
Parker,

enlightened public spirit and effort in which he 
has forso loug a period shone conspicuously 
will be sadly deplored, and the cause of eduva- 
tion, in New York State especially, will feel the 
loss of one who had so zealously and unseifishiy 
labored in its behalf.

The Fishery Commission yesterday award- 
ed $5,500,000 as the damages due Great 
Britain on account of the exercise by the 
United States of the fishing privileges in 
Canadian waters under the Washington 
treaty. Mr. Derorsg, the supposed neutral 
member of the Commission, joined with the 
British representative in making the award, 
the American Commissioner voting against 
it. The decision will occasion general sur- 
prise and indignation in the United States, 
since it is difficult to conceive that the fish 
actually caught by Americans in Canadian 
waters, or the amount of loss or damage sus- 
tained by the fishermen of the Dominion, 
could aggregate $5,500,000, Even the coast 
Canadians themselves had not dared to ex- 
pect so big a haul after the former decision 
of the Commission ruling out their claims 
for compensation on account of the privilege 
of buying bait, drying, transshipment, etc. 


The temporary and perhaps permanent 
transfer of power in the Senate from the Re- 
publicans to the Democrats is the result of a 
singular combination as well as complication 
of events. The future control of power in 
the Senate may be said to turn upon the very 
uncertain pivotal point of one or two carpet- 
baggers. The great leader of the Republican 
party, Morton, is dead, and a Democrat iills 
his place. Mr. Biase is stricken down with 
illness. Mr. Ssanon is an ornamental 
absentee. Presumably elected to fill a 
seat in the Senate, he has too much to do 
with his hotel, and his mines, and Mammon 
in general to attend to the affairs of the 
country or the interests of his party.

THE BANK SUSPENSIONS. 
The announcement of the suspension of 
the Central National Bank has not excited 
any particular alarm, notwithstanding it fol- 
lowed so closely upon the closing of the 
Third National. The last statement of the 
Central National Bank (Oct. 1, 1877) would 
indicate that its business was not large 
enough to meet the necessary expenses and 
incidental losses of a banking business. Its 
individual deposits were only $227,029; its 
expenses were nearly as large as if the de- 


a 


it account were four or five times as 
uch. How much the deficit in expenses 


and the loss by bad debts have inpaired its 
capital of $200,000 it is impossible to tell 
till the process of converting the securities 
is fairly under way. It is said that at the 
closing yesterday the total line of deposits, 
individua)‘and country banks, had been re- 
duced tg less than $280,000, as against which 
there Were over $400,000 of bills receivable 
216,000 of stock and surplus. On its 
this is a good showing, and onght to 
y#eld payment in full to creditors, whatever 

e stockholders may lose. 

The banks, on the one hand, that were 
severe sufferers from the losses first of the 
fire and then of the panic, and have not 
since then been able to regain their financial 
standing, and the so-called * small banks ” 
which have not had suflicient business to 
meet expeuses and taxes, are sure to face the 
necessity, sooner or later, of retiring from 
the field with more or less loss ta the stock- 
holders. The Third National belonge to the 
first category, and the Central National to 
the second. It is expected of both that the 
assets will ultimately realize all that is due 
depositors; it is hoped in the one case that 
proper management will leave something for 
the stockholders, and the individual respon- 
sibility of stockholders in both instances is 
counted upon as a guarantee against apy 
loss to creditors. 

Though there is nothing likea panic in the 
commercial circles of the city as a result of 
these bank failures, there is no doubt that a 
certain degree of apprehensign contributes 
largely to the danger of the situation. For 
four years the public mind hag been ina 
condition to force waning credit into disaster 
rather than to assist it with active aid or 
passive forbearance. The eye of suspicion 
once fixed upon the standing of a financial 
institution nowadays, it is almost impossible 
to avert a determined and systematit draft 
upon its resources, which is certain to sap 
the life out of it. ‘“‘ Sauve qui peut,” is the 
desperate resort of most men in these times 
of contracted credit, when there is the faint- 
est prospect of aloss. An era of commercial 
depression develops all the selfishness of 
human nature, and itis the aim of every 
man to save himself without much refer- 
ence to his neighbors or friends. But con- 
fidence is the very corner-stone of the bank- 
ing business. No bank in general business 
is prepared to pay over on demand all the 
money deposited with it. The Bank of 
England could not do it. To be constantly 
in this condition, a bank would have to be 
a sort of benevolent institution, in which a 
number of philanthropic gentlenien should 
contribute capital enough to pay expenses, 
meet the heavy taxes, support the necessary 
machinery, constantly advance money to ac- 
commodate business demands, and at the 
same time keep the money of depositors 
pcked up in safety vaults subject to call. 
This would be all very pleasant, hut it is ut-

It was only established a few years ago, and 
has never had the opportunity during the 
hard times to build up a large business. 
There are heavy expenses attending the best- 
regulated banking business.. There is the 
rent of offices in the central portion of the 
city; the salaries of President, Cashier, 
tellers, bodkkeepers, porters, etc.; the 
United States, State, county, city, and town 
taxes; the publication of statements, the 
postage, stationery, examinations, etc. _ All 
these expenses must be paid out of the in- 
terest on deposits loaned. There are inevi- 
tabie losses, when panics sweep over @ coun- 
try, in the most careful management, and 
especially during a period when there is a 
constant. depreciation of securities. When 
the profits are not large enough to meet ex- 
penses, taxes, and losses, there is an impair- 
ment of capital, and the sooner the bank is 


a rule, bank managers hold out as long as 
they can, hoping against hope for a turn of 
the tide, which rarely comes in time to save 
them. ‘ 


EWING'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Thomas Ewrna,' the aspiring Demo- 
cratic orator from Ohio, delivered his long- 
expected speech in the House of Represen- 
tatives on Thursday, in favor of the repeal 
of the Resumption act. That Mr. Ewinea is 
an eloquent and a forcible speaker cannot be 
questioned, but that Mr. Ewrne’s advocacy 
of any measure of finance is often caiculated 
to be injurious to that measure is also true. 
This is due to the fact that Mr. Ewrne is an 
arrant demagoguey and that in his arguments 
he has a total disregard of facts and 
figures, and his giateméents are so 
wild «and ‘extravagant that they throw 
discredit opon fal he has to. say. 
Mr. Ewrne is.on6 of the original inventors 
and patentees of the policy of an unlimited 
issue of greenbacks, the payment of the pub- 
lic debt in that currency, and the eventual 
repudiation ‘of the currency itself. ‘That 
policy,'so far ag the payment of the debt 
in currency, das been necessarily abandoned 
since the refunding of the debt, but the un- 
limited issue of greenbacks with a view to 
cheapenivg them is still a measure to which 
he clings desperately. His advocacy of the re- 
peal of the Resumption law, in order that the 
further issue of greenbacks may be pressed, is 
of course objectionable to multitudes who fa- 
vor the repeal of the timé fixed for resumption. 
His attempt to couple the greenback-watering 
scheme witha postponement of resumption is 
consistent with his general ideas of states- 
manship ; it is impossible for him to cease 
to be a demagogue. Mr. Ewrne, for instance, 
stated that the act of 1869, called the ‘‘ Public 
Credit act,” whereby Congress pledged the 
national faith that the public debt, including 
the greenbacks, should be paid, cost 
the American people $500,000,000.. This 
false statement has been worn threadbare 
by such ranters as Sam Cary and other 
inflationists, and its falsity has been so thor- 
oughly exposed that its repetition in Con- 
gress by a man of Ewrno’s pretentions might 
have been omitted. Whatever was strong 
and pertinent in his speech was obscured by 
reckless and untruthfal statements, as that 
there are at present $733,000,000 of paper 
money to be floated. The amount of paper, 
bank and national, is about $671,000,000, 
which is large enough for the purpose of 
argument without adding $60,000,000 more 
to the figures. Nor could he resist the in- 
clination to refer to the strikes and disturb- 
ances of last Juiy, and the distress of the un- 
employed people, and falsely attribute it to the 
passage of the Resumption law of 1875. 
His threat that the working people of the 
country would not submit any longer to be 
ruled as they had been was a specimen of 
the cheapest clap-trap, such as the speaker 
might have found effective at a bummer 
ward meeting, but wholly out of place iu a 
speech on this Resumption bill. 

Mr. Ewrne seemed to resent the advance 
in the value of greenbacks as an act of con- 
fiscation. The advance in the value of 
greenbacks is not due to the Resumption 
act, but to the improved condition of our ex- 
ports to Europe. We have now annually a 
heavy balance of trade in our fawor,—our ex- 
ports leave a large amount to our credit in 
Europe. The result is that exchange on 
London is plenty, abundant, and gold has 
proportionately fallen. So long as foreign 
exchange is in excess of the demand, it must 
be sold for what can be got for it ; so foreign 
exchange, or gold, has fallen, and green- 
backs have appreciated. This fact is so no- 
torious and self-evident that Ew1na’s arraign- 
ment of the Resumption bill for having add- 
ed 10 or 15 cents on the dollar to the value of 
the greenback, thereby confiscating so much 
of the property of debtors, renders himself 
s0 ridiculous that a discredit attaches to even 
those parts of his speech which have some 
pertinency. 

The Resumption law as it stands is vul- 
nerable enough without resorting to fabri- 
cations or distortions of fact. The law fix- 
ing Jan. 1,. 1879, for the redemption of 
greenbacks in gold ought to be repealed be- 
cause it cannot be executed, and because, if 
the attempt be made to execute it, that at- 
tempt will prove a disastrous failure. It 
might be shown that any sudden or serious 
contraction of the currency must be most 
disastrous to the country, and this is so 
well established by all precedents as to ad- 
mit of no intelligent denial. There cannot 
be redemption of paper in coin without a 
large contraction of the currency unless 
there be coin enough in the country to re- 
deem the paper. Either the coin must be 
increased or the paper reduced. Now, if we 
are to resume in goid a year hence, we must 
either reduce our paper to the supply of 
goid in the country, or we must quadruple 
the amount of gold. . Now, where are we to 
get $400,000,000 of gold with which, in ad- 
dition to what we have on hand, to equal 
even areduced volume of paper? Gold is 
now at an advanced price. The Bank of 
England has to resort to extraordinary ex- 
pedients to keep her gold; Germany is offer- 
ing a very large premium for gold in silver. 
For the United States to attempt to draw 
even $200,000,000 of gold from Europe, and 
keep it here, would utterly demoralize the 
European markets, and give to gold a value 
unprecedented in many years, Under the 
circumstances, it is utterly preposterous to 
dream that the gold necessary to resume and 
maintain specie payments in January, 1879,

ble to sell bonds and add $200,000,000 
to the interest-bearing debt, no such 
amount of bonds of 4, or 4}, or 5 per cent 
interest could be sold at par for gold in Eu- 
rope. There is a wide difference between 
exchanging bondsand selling bonds abroad for 
gold. Never was there such & demand for 
gold as there now prevails in Europe, threat- 
ening the reserves of the Bank of England, 
despite the measures it has taken to protect 
them. To talk of drawing $200,000,000 
or more of gold from. Europe within the 
next year is so absurd and extravagant that 
no oue save those interested in pushing gold 
to the highest possible value venture to ad- 
vocate it. To persist in retaining upon the 
statute-book a law compelling the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks, and necessarily of bank 
paper, without the gold im any quantity to 
justify even an attempt in that direction, is 
rank folly, and must end in a break-down. 
Resumption in gold in 1879, or at any 
particular day within the near possibility, is 
out of all question. Congress should so re- 
vise the revenue laws as to encourage the 
exportation of manufactures and maintain 
our commercial advantages. ‘The excess of 
imports already has produced almost an 
equalization of values between paper and gold. 
If tothis be added the restoration of silver 
coin, there will within a few years be such 
an addition to.our stock of hard money as 
will justify a legal enforcement of the re- 
demption of paper, without any disturbance 
of values or contraction of credits. All this 
anid much else might be addressed to an in- 
telligent people as reasons for the repeal of 
the Resumption act, and there was no oc- 
casion for Mr. Ewrxe to resort to the extrav- 
agant absurdity of attributing the shrinkage 
of values and the collapse of credit growing 
out of the panic of 1873 to the Resumption 
law, passed in 1875, to be enforced in 1879. 


GLADSTONE ON IRELAND. 
Mr. Guapsrone has at last broken his 


silence. When he went over to Ireland, he 
publicly declared that he would make no 
speeches, and for seme time he carried ont 
his resolution. The people pressed him for 
a speech, but he declined, They banqueted 
him, hoping to get him in his cups and open 
his lips, but they failed. The students of 
the University of Dublin tried every per- 
suasion, when they welcomed him into their 
ancient halls, and gave him an ovation of 
enthusiasm, but all in vain. The English 
press and politicians, who feared the effect a 
speech from him might have upon Irish 
affairs, praised his reticence and made no 
secret of their delight at his refusals to talk. 
The Irish, on the other hand, made no secret 
of their disappointment, and looked upon it 
as somewhat churlish that a great statesman 
and talker should visit their land and refuse 
to be social even in their qgncient seat of 
learning. During his travels, however, he 
must have been inveigled into visiting the 
Blarney Stone, for he has opened his mouth 
at last. Onthe 7th inst. he was presented 
with the freedom of Dublin, and this in turn 
seems to have given him his sudden freedom 
of speech. He made a long and powerful 
address, which was largely devoted to a 
review of his own work in the past, and 
therefore apologetic in part.- Few opinions 
were expressed, and these few did not affect 
questions in Parliament or likely to come 
before it. Nevertheless, his utterances upon 
Irish topics cannot fail to be of very general 
interest, as his utterances upon every subject 
are. Mr. GuapsTonz is one of the few men 
who, when he speaks, has the world for his 
auditory. 

The principle subjects touched upon were 
local and municipal government, the dis- 
establishment of the Irish Episcopal Church, 
the ballot, education, and the land question, 
the latter involving the material prosperity 
of Ireland. With regard to local government, 
Mr. Guiapstone defined himself as squarely 
against centralization, and in favor of the 
extension of local institutions, as lying 
at the basis of successful legislation, 
so that ‘‘the people taught politically 
in narrower spheres the public duties which 
belong to such spheres may fit themselves 
for those higher duties which are involved 
in the material work of government.” The 
expression of this opinion, showing a very 
decided republican tendency on Mr. Guap- 
STONE'S part, was enthusiastically greeted. 
With respect to the disestablishment of the 
Church and the education question, Mr. 
GLapsToNE'’s remarks were rather explana- 
tory than otherwise. He assured - his au- 
ditors that the measure of disestablishment, 
which he himself introduced, was instituted 
first of all for the establishment of justice, 
and second as areal benefit to the Church, 
and that he was confident they would find 
the act to redound ultimately to ** the great- 
est advantage for the religious and spiritual 
welfare of the community that it seemed to 
strip.” With equal emphasis’ he alludefl to 
the educational measure which he intro- 
duced, and for which he held himself re- 
sponsible. Alluding to the English belief 
that it covered a scheme for setting 
up denominational education as against 
mixed education, and to the Irish 
belief that the scheme was exactly the re- 
verse, he declared that in the framing of the 
bill the Government had nothing to do with 
either question. The only object was to 
make education open and free by giving the 
Irish their own National University; and to 
give to every man—* irrespective of relig- 
ious creed, irrespective of opinions upon the 
proper form of. education—a perfectly fair 
and equal start, so that in that great and 
capital matter of the higher education.the 
whole Irish nation might have the power 
and opportunity for the free development of 
its faculties.” 

Upon the subject of the land-tenure, Mr. 
GLADSTONE was peculiarly earnest and decid- 
ed. So far as England is concerned, he 
believed that economical laws made it abso- 
lutely certain that the soil must be owned in 
large masses, and that it must be owned by 
one set of men and cultivated by another. 
In point of fact, as a matter of strict econo- 
my, it frequently happens “that a man in 
England bas perceived that, by selling his 
land and becoming a tenant, he can have 
much larger means for the prosecution of 
his industry, and raise himself both socially 
and economically.” Such -being the case, 
there is a tendency in England to sell land 
and become tenants instead of proprietors. 
With regard to land-tenure in Ireland, how- 
ever, Mr. Giapstone held exactly opposite 
opinions, as will be seen by the following 
extract, which is one of the rhost important 
parts of his speech : = 


In Ireland you have got to salstitute for what 
was its normal condition of insecurity and want of 
confidence—you have to substitute a normal condi- 
tion of security and confidence. \That is an enor- 
mous transac‘ion to effect. It is not easy to effect 
it. For my own part I attach smalj importance to 
the acquisition of small proprietories in England. 
I attach great importance to itin Ireland. [‘* Hear, 
hear!"')} I think, independently of its economic 
resulte, itisof the greatest social consequence. 
The creation of a class of small proprietory in Ire- 
land will give new views and new ideas to the pro- 
prietory. You have had in this country, unforta- 
nately, too much warranted by its history, a very 
between the inter- 


| ests of the cultivator ‘and the interests 
the capitalist or proprietory. The best care 
for that is in. a good appreciable number of 
instances that the same wan shall be cultivator and 
proprietor too. He then learns, instead of looking 
at part of the case, to look at the whole case. He 
then finds that there ought to be nowhere anv con- 
flict between these two classes, but they ought nru- 
tually to assist and support one another. For 
these reasons, which might be, more developed and 
enlarged, | am fully persuaded that this object in 
Ireland is,an object of great importance, and 
heartily do I wish well to those who look forward 
at the land laws of Ireland, and at the provisions 
that have been embo‘lied in them, with a view to 
so adapting as to fulfill the beneficial and philan- 
thropic and enlightened intention with which these 
clauses were first suggested by my honorable friend 
Mr. Brieut, and that their results may be such as 
to fulfill his most cherished and most anxious an- 
ticipations. 


However this speech may be received in 
England, there is no doubt of th® nature of 
its reception in Ireland. It was greeted with 
genuine Irish enthusiasm by those who heard 
it, and when the great statesman emerged 
from the City-Mall, where it was made, he 
was received with equal enthusiasm by 4 
large concourse of people in the streets. In 
receiving the freedom of Dublin, it may be 
literally said that he received the freedom of 
all Ireland. We doubt, however, whether 
the enthusiasm of his Irish ovations will tend 
te increase the cordiality of his reception 
when he returns to England, especially as 
the English press hitherto has been compli- 
menting him upon his silence and urging 
him fo continue it. 


THE SECTION-LINE IN FINANCE. 

The disposition of Eastern politicians and 
brokers to make the remonetization of silver 
an issue between different sections of the 
country is deplorable. Patriotism demands 
that there shall be no division on sectional 
lines when great questions of public policy 
are brought under discussion. Persons who 
stit up strife under such circumstances and 
seek to array one part of the country against 
another are trifling with the destinies of the 
nation, and are in need of calm reflection 
and dignified reproof. We hope the Eastern 
Shylocks will pause in their mad career, 
and listen to the words of soberness and 
truth that are appropriate for them to near. 

Granting that the East is solidly opposed 
to the remonetization of silver,—which 
is far from true,—it remains to be 
seen whether solidity is an evidence of 
error, They maintain ,that ‘the solid 
West” is a standing menace to the 
integrity of existing parties, if not a 
threat against republican institutions; but 
we are unable to perceive that it is any more 
of a crime for the West to be ** solid” than it 
is for the East to be solid, or that solidity in 
either instance proves or disproves anything. 
New England and New York have arrogated 
the right to lay down the law with reference 
to the financial policy of the country. 
Thanks to the influence of the newspapers 
in that section, which are controlled almost 
without exception by the money-power, the 
people there are seemingly opposed to the 
remonetization of silver. They have been 
taught, by their newspapers and money-lend- 
ers to believe that all the - patriotism, all the 


wisdom, all the good breeding, and nearly* 


all the money of the country are to be found 
within their borders. ‘To differ from them 
is to be “‘ wrong-headed, demagogical cheats 
and knaves”; to oppose them is to be ** fac- 
tious obstructives”; and to defeat them is to, 
be traitors to Gop and country. It is singular 
that, throughout the controversy on the silver 
question, passion and rancor have been exhib- 
ited by the Eastern press, while the West has 
devoted itself to statements of facts and fig- 
ures and logical deductions therefrom. Fail- 
ing better arguments; or perhaps encouraged 
by the success of the bad ones already used, 
the East has of late given itself solely to 
vituperation, The result has been to con- 
firm it in the opinion that it mast be right 
because it can provoke no answer in kind. 
Hence has arisen the fashion of reproaching 
the West forbeing ** swindiers,” andforbeing 
larger, and for having more people within its 
barders, and controlling more votes in Con- 
gress than the East does. Heretofore it has 
not been the practice in this country to as- 


‘sume that the majority must be wrong sim- 


ply because it isa majority, and the minority 
right simply because it resides in New En- 
gland and New York. Nor can we now be 
induced, even by the example of the East, to 
argue that the people of that section are de- 
ficient in patriotism simply because they are 
of one way of thinking on a question of 
finance. 

The Westis solid—very solid—on the sil- 
ver question; it will remain so until the sil- 
ver question is decided as the West desires it 
shall be decided, Every State, every Con- 
gressional District, every county, every town- 
ship, every school district is of the same way 
of thinking on this question. Every Con- 
gressman from the West must support it, or 
prepare to retire to private life. There will be 
no place for anti-silver men in the next Con- 
gress. ‘The few members who voted against 
the bill in the present House, and who do 
not correct their record in some public man- 
ner, will be quietly dropped at the next 
election. ‘This is no longer a question'before 
the people of the West in the party sense. 
Using the word in the broadest meaning, as 
including the whole country from the Alle- 
ghenies to the Kocky Mountains and from 
Mason and Dixon’s Line to the Canadian 
border, the whole West demands and wil! 
have silver for a legal-tender in the payment 
of all Gebts, public and private. The South 
is as solidas the West, and so is the Key- 
stone State, andon thesame side; only the 
Northeast is opposed to silvér, and the ery 
of sectionalism in politics comes from it with 
bad grace. 


The official vote of.this county on the State-

An Iowa paper which has gone off on a tan- 
gent on the coin question, and opposes the re- 
monetizing of silver, makes the remarkably 
ignorant assertion that ‘“ During the past three 
years the value of silver has depreciated 26 per 
cent. The decline in its value has been uni- 
formly rapid, as the supply from the constantly- 
developed mines has been steadily increaged."’ 
As the highest price silver ever reached in mod- 
ern times was 103 in gold, and as it is still worth 
about 93 cente, we submit that this decline of 
10 per cent is not 26, nor has the decline 
in its value been “uniformly rapid.’’ Since 
the coinage of American’ subsidiary sil- 
ver coinmenced, eighteen months ago, there 
has been no decline whatever. The pas- 
sage of that act helped greatly to advance gilver 
from the point where it had suddenly fallen to 
556 pence per ounce. The act of Germany 
demonetizing silver and throwing a large stock 
of it on the English market where it was nota 
legal-tender broke down its bullion price. The 
subsidiary coinage in this country of $36,000,000 
of silver has tended to restore its value. Make 
the silver dollar once more a full legal-tender, 
and it will advance to par with gold; nothing 
more certain.

pRINCE LEUCHTENBERG. 

rue KILLING OF ONE OF THE RUSSIAN IMPERIAL 
FAMILY. 
Dispatch to London Temes. 

Vrerwa, Nov. 3.—With regard to the death 
of Prince Levehtenberg, which I telegraphed to 
vou from the spot, it may be interesting to 
know a few details which have come to hand 


gince the sad event occurred : 

soon after the commencement of the recon- 
poissance, the Prince, accompanied by several 
officers, Was watching the movements of the 
encmy from a place ot safety ip the rear of the 
Russian reserves.

en horseback was standing a iew paces 
to the left front of the Prince, whose 
fetd-giass be held in his hand.

young Prince asked for his class, and, as the 
oficer alluded to turned round to band it to 
him, be beard him exclaim, * Ah!” at the same 
time pressing his hand to his forehead. The 
Prince reeled in his saddle, and would have 
fallen from his horse, but the officers surround- 
ing him had time to receive him in their arms 
aud lay him gently on the ground, when he was 
found to be already a corpse. 

Such are the chances and fortunes of war. 
With the present long-range guns, there is no 
such thing as absolute safety anywhere near a 
field of battle. This gailant voung Prince, a 
general favorite in society as well as in the army, 
had on severai occasions exposed himsclf so 
recklessly to the enemy’s fire as to merit 
more. than once the rebuke of his superior 
officers. Ov such occasions, however, he 
had escaped unhurt; whereas, now, in a place of 
comparative salcty, he was slain by the one 
only bullet fired in that direction during the 
whole fight, and that aspent ball, which, had 
the ‘Prince stooda few yards farther back, 
would probably have given him but a contusion. 
Hiis sad death has cast a gloom over the whole 
Russian army. 

The Prince was taken tothe headquarttrs of 
his cousin, the Cesarewitch, where the body was 
deposited in the village-church. Although a 
Prince of the Imperial family, his mortal re- 
mains were treated with the utmost simplicity, 
pecessitated by the exigencies of war. Ac- 
cording to Russian etiquette, it was required 
that he should lie in state for a_i ver- 
tain period, and the headquarters staff repaired 
twice a day to the little church. where 
prayers were Offered up for the departed 
soul. The body of Prince Sergius lay on an ur- 
divary ambulance-stretcher, with his head 
bound, his face pees and enveloped in his 
great coat, just as I bad seen him carned irom 
the field. His remains will shortly be sent to 
St. Petersburg for interment, and wil! be cs- 
corted to the Russian Capital by the men of his 

‘ squadron of the Guard a@ cheva’, who will be re- 
lieved of their present functions as escort to the 
Emperor.

CHARACTER OF TUE WORKS ASSAILED.

The attack on,Kars was made at the intrench- 
edcamp or plain south of the city.

FRENCH EXHIBITION. 

Paris, Oct. 2¥.—The Exhibition works are 
progressing satisfactorily. The Trocadero front 
is nearly completed, and the imposing effect of 
this building, with its line of colonnades, 
porticos, and domes, may already be ap- 
preciated. In front and rear of it the fountains 
are hollowedout and filled, the gardens are laid 
out, the grass plots are verdant, and good- 
sized trees may daily be seen traversing Paris 
like Birnam Wood, to be lanted in the 
Exhibition grounja. The wideuine of the 
Champ de Mars bridge is being com- 
menced. The railway connecting the Ex- 
hibition with the girdle-line has been 
open to the public for several days, and the sta- 
tion is all but finished. ‘The building on the 
left of the Seine is also nearly completed; the 
fountains are tinished, likewise the grotto and 
Tocks, and the asphalt which is to cover the 
grand steps at the main entrance is being laid 
uown. The English section—the principal ob- 
ject of my visit—is the most advanced of ail. 
The Prince of Wales bas undertaken in earnest 
bis post of President of the English Commis- 
sion, and his direct and repeated intervention 
bas removed all difficulties, su that nearlv all the 
space assigned to England has been already ap- 
portioned, The officers of the Commissiou are 
ready, abutting on the central entrance of the 
Section in the Avenue Suffren. The largest of 
the five English annexes is nearly tinished. It 
coutains a hall, with the Prince of Wales’ sa- 
loon on the right, and that of the Princess on 
the lett, both fronting the Britush Section. Tie 
fine Indian Section 1s far forward: the Ma- 
chivery Gallery is finished; and the spacious 
outbuildings for the Agneultural Exhibitwn 
will shortly be ready. ‘The English Commission 
daily becomes more assured that their Section 
will be worthy of their nation; and, whereas 
political uucertainties have discouraged many 
of the French intending exbibiters, put one En- 
glish application bas been withdrawn.

ENGLISH VIEW OF INFLATION. 
Lendan Times, Nar. 7. 

The Houses of Congress at Washiogton have 
been occupied since the opening of the session 
with finaricial questions. it is not, perhaps, 
gencrallyremembered bow directly tho. interests 
of Britisn capital are affected by the vicissitudes 
of political parties m the United States. An 
irresistible attraction has drawn us, for a long 
time, into the closest financial connection with 
our Amerivan kinsmen, English investors hoid 
avery targe proportion of the Government 
bonds of the UWuien: English capital has con- 
structed the greater part of the railway system 
of the States. and probably retains a pre- 
ponderating intercat in the property, 


though net, unlortunately, a control over 
the management. Any shock to Amer- 
kan credit would be disastrously fele in 


» Europe, avd especially in this country; but it 
would be far more ruimeous to Americans them- 
selves. Seeing this clearly, the great majority 
of wtelligent business men in the United States 
bave striven hard during the past eight years Lo 
vet back to the solid ground of specie pay- 
ments, buf their efforts have been obstructed 
by the financial follics which spring up rankly 
in new communities, and are stiil among the 
predominaut political influences in the West, 
A couple of years ago it seemed that the * soit 
money” party in the United States had been 
completely routed and broken even in States 
like Obie and Pennsylvania, and the result of 
that campaign owas that in IS the 
Democrats as ell as the Republicans 
chose a “* hard-money” candicate for the Presi 
dency, and “inilation” was thrust into the 
background by common consent. Butsince the 


justaiiation of lresident Llavyea, the ‘**svlt- 
money” advocates bave takeu anew lease ol 
activity. Thev tought and won a series of bat 


tles at the fall elections of the present vear 
distinctly upon the *inflationist”’ issue. They 
have pledged the majoritv of the Democrats in 
the Llouse of Representatives to the policy of

The woman | eenteted, and valled for help. In- 
censed by this, Dumesnil satched a knife from 
the wall and plunged it se¥eral times into her 
stomach, literally diseinboWeling her. He then 
stabved her in the neck, twisting the knife in 
the wound with such violemce that the handle 
was wrenched off. 

The widow fell back on her bed, and, to make 
sure of his work, the murilerer smashed 
skull Witha®nck irom tbe fireplace. Thus 
mutilated and bathed in blood, she was found 
by her brother on his rettiro. DLDumesuil had 
disappeared. 

The stupor of horror into which the little 
community fell over this butchery had scarcely 
subsided when it was revived with teniold force 
by a second apd more atrocious crime. On the 
morning of May 12 it became known that at 
mhtiall of the day befvure, in the same district, 
murder had claimed, or paftially claimed, tour 
new Victims. 

The uvfortunated were M.. Gallervaille, his 
wifé, their son Victor. agefl 20 months, and a 
convict laborer named Dur@ux. 

Two of the victims, Gallurvaille and his son, 
were already dead. His Wile was dying fast, 
and Duroux lay in a desperate condition. 

The murder has occurred in a lonely farm- 
house between Fermey aiid Teremba. In all 
cases the wounds to which the victims had suc- 
cumbed had been inflicted with hatchets or 
axes, and were of a character which suggested a 
hard struguvle between tlie assailants and as- 
sailed. The child, in addition to a terrible cut 
in the skull, had ove side of its head crushed in 
like an ege-sliell. The miscreants had taken it 
by the legs and dashea the child’s brains out 
against the apgies of the fireplace. Asin the 
case Of the Widow Riel, rape had evidently been 
accomplished on the woman previous to her 
murder. 

Karly in the investigation suspicion was di- 
rected to three convicts who, a few days before, 
had effected their escape irom the chain-canyz at 
Teremba, and to a fourth, Who had evaded his 
keepers While emploved at field work near Fou- 
wary, The murder had evidentiv been the 
work of experienced crimimals. for the house 
had been systematically ani? thoroughly rifled of 
everything Worth carrying away, chests and 
cabinets having been brokeh open with a skill 
and veatoess indicative of @ master band. 

On the evening of the 121 Duroux was revived 
sufficiently to make ac oherent statement, w hich, 
though very incomplete, still served to throw 
some Jighi upou the crime.) From the necessar- 
ily very slight description @f the assailants, the 
suspicions which implicated tbe four convicts 
were confirmed, and extensive preparations were 
made to bring them to justice 

A party of colonists and soldiers, heavily 
armed and provisioned for gevera) days’ march, 
wi as Sagubized. At 3 o’clo¢tk in the afternoon 
Madame Gallervailie died. beiore the body was 
cold the track of the assassin had been taken up, 
and was being followed steadily aud surely to 
ite end. 

The man huntled the partyinto the dank 
forests of the interior. Great caution was ob- 
served, it being supposed that the convicts were 
armed with tire-arms, several guns having been 
taken from the Gallervaille farm. 

The chase was kept up day and night until, 
on May'l7, four men who were recognized as 
three of the Gallervaille murderers and Du- 
mesnil, were cornered in the savage gorge of the 
Mondu Falis. ag AE were armed only with

away when their ammunition gave out, and al- 
though they showed a determined front were 
easily overpowered by the colonists and soldiers. 

Next day the fourth convict, Peridon, was 
captured at Point au Gallette, just as he was 
going to put. out to sea in a boat stolen from 
one of the fishermen. The names of the others 
were Verdoja, Murillo and Camus. 

They all asserted innocence, imagining that 
all proof was dead with their victims. Their 
hope was dashed, however, when they were 
brought before » who still lingered in 
frightful agony, but was abie to identify all but 
Dumesnil. The latter, on his part, freely ad- 
initted his guilt in the assassination of Madame 
Riel, but denied participation tn the latter crime. 
Hie had met the convicts during his own flight, 
and being bent upon a common errand, they bad 
joined forces. 

The case was tried before the Court-Martial, 
at Fouwary, on the 19th of June. VY erdoja, 
Murillo, Camus, and Dumesnil were sentenced 
to death. Peridon, who turned court evidence 
against his associates, was granted the benefit 
of that great resort in French law, civil or mili- 
ie extenuating circumstances. 

The executions took place on June-25, on the 
Isle du Nou. The three convicts were guillo- 
tined. Dumesnil, on account of his partial 
liberation at the time of the commission of his 
crime, was shot to death, 

Two days alter the trial Duroux died, and on 
the very day of the execution Peridon, who had 
been set to work in the quarry gang at La 
tlane, attempted, in a fit of passion, to brain 
one of the keepers with arock. The man was 
too quick for im, and drawing bis revolver 
shot him, just in the nick of time, saving the 
executioner further trouble. 

An elaborately conceived and very nearly suc- 
cessiul attempt at escape is also reported by the 
same paper. Early in April it seems.a ship’s 
lony-boat, containing the bodies of seven sea- 
men, the ghastly remains of some unknown 
and unrecorded wreck, drifted ashore in a little 
cove near Point Gallette. The craft was found 
by two convicts who were clearing the gro®pd 
for a limestone quarry close by the point. They 
stripped the bodies and concealed the clothing. 
The boat was then dragged in shore on the 
beach and covered with stones and seawood. 

lt was several weeks before they could put 
the plan they bad conceived into operation. 
Then eight of the quarrymen managed to es- 

cape from their keepers after supver, and ar- 
rayed in the suits of the dead castaways, they 
put off at nightiall. Their intention was to 
hail the first vessel they met, describe them- 
selves as the survivors of a wreck, and obtain 
passage to the nearest English port. 

‘Three days out, with such provisions as they 
had been able to take exhausted, they sighted 
a vessel and signaled her. After considerable 
troubic, they made themse ‘ives observed, and a 
boat was sent to their assistance. 

They were taken on board the ship, and 
found, to their horror,that their deliverer was the 
French sloop-of-war Cyane, from Brest to New 
Caledonia, with dispatches, and that all their 
bard work anid privations had only served to 
Jead them back into their enemy’s hands. They 
had jumped, literally, out of the frving-pan 
into the fire, as they appreciated during the 
fogsing which signalized their recapture.

ported by the affidavits of four persons, two of them 
proiessional experts, and admitied to be true by your 
demurrer, it may be regarded, fur all resent purposes, 
as a suflicient answer to the implied charges of miscon- 
duct and malfeasance, contained iu the Governor's 
order ait°mpting to remove us from office.

A War-Dance Over the Fall of Nicsics—The 
Jolly Bishop Who Farnished the Ale, and 
a Set in Which the Prince's Sister Danced, 

Ragusa Correspondence Manchester Guardian, 
Prince Nikola, who is a poet and a Montene- 
grin, telegraphed the news of the fall of Nic- 
sics to his consort at Cettinje in a poetic 
quatrain. Voivode Plamenatz told me that his 

Highness “ knocked off” the little effusion in a 

gay mood while sitting with him and the Turk- 

ish commandant shortly after the surrender, 

It has quite a Homeric ring, and the translator 

must evidently make use of an archaic rustic. 

Mine isthe standard that floats to-day above Ouo- 

gost 8 castle; 

Plamenatz, leader in war, quaffs the red wine-cup 


below; 

Shrieking, like mountain eagles, the standard- 
bearers around him 

Gather; out Nicsics mourns, captive to-day of my 
arms. 

Couid one ask fora moreappropriate dispatch 
wherewith to wind up our little Montenegrin 
“lijad?” It was 2:30 when the glad tidings 
reached the small palacé at Cettinje. Heralds 
were sent to tell the citizens that the Princess 
had something important to communicate to 
them. in five minutes the whole place was 
astir, and the -people thronging before the pal- 
ace gate. The Princess how stepped torth on to 
the balcony and informed the crowd, amidst a 
breathless silence, that Nicsics was taken. She 
had intended to have read her husband’s poetic 
telegram, but was cut short bv a tremendous 
‘* Zivio! (Keviva!) and a simultaneous volley 
from the guns and pistols of her loyal subjects, 
and retired kissing ber hand. 

The scene that followed almost baffles de- 
scription. The people surged along the street, 
firing, shouting, singing, leaping with joy. It 
is an enthusiasm, an ecstasy, unintelligible, im- 
possible in a civilized country,—hardiy tu be ¢x- 
pressed in civilized terms. You, from your 
work-a-day island, look on as belonging to an 
adult world apart, copscious ofa something 
taken from you by centuries of ** progress,”’ 
with the half-sympathieg of a pedagogue watch- 
ing children at their play. Yes, these are 
children; thildren in théir primitive simplicity, 
in the woole poetr yof their being: children in 
their speech, their -politics, their warfare; and 
this is the wild, self-abandoned delight of chil- 
dren. Ancient veterans, grim, rugged mount- 
‘win giants, fal] about eagh other’s necks and kiss 
each other for very joy. The wounded are 
helped forth from the hospitals, and hobble 
along on crutches to take part in the re- 
joicings; men dying of their wounds lit up, I 
was told, when they heard these tidings and 
seeibed to gain a new respite of liie. Crowds 
are continually bursting into national songs and 
hymins, broken at intervals with a wild * Zivio/ 
Lew! and ringing Warrahs which Czeruo- 
gortzi as well as Englistimen know how to uiter.

At every turn in the dance thev give vent to 
strange guttural cries; they yelp like dogs or 
utter the short shrieks of a bird of prey. Was 
there a time—one is tempted to ask—when the 


dancers consciously inipersonated the birds 
and beasts whose cries . they’ imitat- 
ed? Did they, tro, once, as the 


American Indians do still, disguise themselves 
in the skins of the wolves and bears, or the 
plumes of a mountain-eagle? Perhaps, after 
all, this was originally a hunting-dance, and has 
been transferred later ohn to the. god of war. 
Perhaps—but the most fascinating of interludes 
cuts suort our speculations. The rank and 
beauty of Montenegro must pay its tribute to 
maniy valor. One at a@ time,in lignt white 
Montenegrin dress, a delicate raiment for Cet- 
tinje, step forth from the palace gate a bevy of 
fair damsels. These aré the rejations of the 
Prince himself, among them his sister, the wife 
of Volvode Plamenatz, the new Governor of 
Nicsics, and the beautiful young wife of his 
cousin Bozro Petrovich, the hero and savior of 
Montenegro, come to honor the pcople’s repre- 


sentatives by dancing ‘with them. Nothing 
can exceed the .tender majestv of these 


Princesses among Princekses: them dainty trip- 
ping forms a pleasing coptrast to the more un- 
couth performances of ‘the men. Nothing is 
lost in this licht, natural attire: their every 
motion is instinct with grace; they have flung 
aside their sombre Kerchicfs, and the long black 
tresses Of their hair are taught in wavelets by 
the breeze. The scenelis of Homeric times, 
and these are the pure, truce forms of antiquity. 
**Hoko” their dance ig called, and it imigiit 
have been a choros of some Hellenic festival 
divine. 

These Old-World revels have their epic min- 
streisy, too. The people, pressing round the 
dancers’ ring, pour forth a measured flow of 
song, antique in tones and cadence as the 
dances it accompanies; Weorous only in its per- 
sistence, spirit-stirring only to the initiated: 
to the outsider monotonous, almost doleful, 
as if even the music were so intensely na- 
tional as of set purpose to repel the 
stranger. Yet what frenzy seizes on the 
dancing warriors -as these songs proceed! 
What “joys of battle?’ do they not relive! 
How their eves flash, and how they brandish 
their Weapons against imaginary toes! These 
baltads are the poetic. chronicles of 400 years of 
incessant fight for freedom against the Turk, 
and those who bear them seem to clothe them- 
seives in the flesh and blood of generations of 
heroic forefathers. It ig the infancy of music 
lisping of the infancy of history, and that dull, 
measured cadence is the heart-throb of a peopie 
stillin the sturdiness af youth. Each * fyt” 
begins with a short song of a more lyric Z 
acter, known as “The Green Appletree Song,” 
which gives its name to the whole, but bas no 
connection apparently with what follows. Like 
the rest, however, it is very old, and has its or-

MONEY AND ITS LAWS: Emeoracine a History 

or Monetary THronirs, anv a History or 

Tue CuRnENCcTES oF THe Unitep States. Ry 

gy V. Poor. New York. u. Vv. & H. W. 

Mr. Henry VY. Poor, who has hitherto been 
known to the public as the editor and one ot 
the publishers of an excellent railroad manual, 
now appears in amore ambitious part, as the 
author of a treatise on “ Money and its Laws.” 
The literature of this subjectis already pro- 
digious, and Mr. Poor has added to it a bulky 
octavo of more than 600 pages. Its contents 
arc arranged under three heads. A discussion 
of the laws of money occupies 61 pares: the 
succeeding 366 are filled with the his- 
tory of monetary theories ; currency and banking 
in the United States take up 186 more; and 
following these, in an appendix, are brief papers 
on the question of a double standard, and the 
method of resumption, and the amount of gold 
required for it. 

The flood of currency literature has been 
characterized from the beginning with so much 
dogmatism,*and so little of the scientific spirit 


- ‘that has made such progress ofJate years in the 


comparative study of other subjects, that the 
preface of Mr. Poor’s book 1s depressing in the 
extreme. In it we are told that the subject of 
money has been treated by the author as com- 
ing within the range of the exact sciences, and 
that his conclusions are assumed to be in the 
nature of demonstrations. These wholly con- 


tradict those laid down in the 
beoks, and accepted as fundamental 
truths for more than 2,000 years; 


but this is due to the fact that tne subject, 
which could yield only to rigid analysis, has 
been treated by the author’s predecessors after 
the manner of Aristotie and the Schools. Mr. 
Gladstone has declared that the study of the 
subject of money has been a fruitful] cause of 
insanity. The opening sentence of Mr. Poor’s 
discussion of the ilaws of money is oi a charac- 
ter to produce melancholia. He declares that 
“The first lamp of gold or silver dug from the 
earth, as soon as its beautv and uses were dis- 
played, became the object of universal admira- 
tion; each behoider sought to become its owner 
by exchanging therefor such articles of 
merchandise or property as he possessed, 
not necessary to his immediate wants.” 
Not a particle of evidence is brought for- 
ward to sustain this remarkable statement 
with regard to the first exhumed lumps of gold 
and silver, except a reference to the much- 
abused Book of Genesis, which is held to prove 
that the precious metals were of established use 
from the very creation of the world. Father 
De Smet records that he found Indians in the 
veiguborhood of the Rocky Mountains who 
knew the secret of the location of priceless de- 
posits of gold, which they valued but little more 
than pebvies. They gave it to him freely; and 
the good Father, to save them from the de- 
structive inroads of rapacious whites, taught 
bem so successfully to conceal their gold that 
0 this day its place remains unknown. The 
Indians of the West Indies comprehended so 
little the reason of the passionate avarice 
with which the Spaniards sought for gold, 
that they tmed by worship to _ propi- 
tiate what they thought must beaGod. Mr. 
roor’s theory, that a supreme gnstinctive pref- 
erence for gold exists in the human mind can- 
not be agpepted upon his assertion. Voltaire 
might be mdulged in writing Mmstory without 
riving his references, but not Mr. Poor. The 
existence of such words as capital, which has 
its origin in the custom of reckoning property 
in heads of cattie, and pecuniary, which has a 
similar source, together with a multitude of 
periectiy familiar facts, are good evidence that 
the supreme preference of men Was not, either 
iu savage or later society, for gold and silver. 


As for the socicty of today, it 
is enough, perbaps, to point out 
that the unfortunate beings who 


devote their livesto the cratification of a su- 
preme preference tor gold and‘ silver usually 
show themselves to be, in most respects, mural 
monsters, are outcasts from society, and are 
known by the detestable name of misers. This 
bvok is built upon this false basis. On page 3 
it is declared that “‘Itis in overlooking the 


=Tiginai and universal attractiveness which the 


precious metals have for the race, that nearly 
a) the errors in monetary science have arisen.” 
The daily life of every human being, with the 
exception of the moral monsters we have spoken 
of, and a f-w savages, like the Gentoos Mr. Poor 
Mentions, is a continuous demonstration of the 
universal preference of men for other forms of 
property than gold and silver. 

Our author knows no fear. He next states 
that the value of the precious metals is abso- 
lute, depending upon one condition—cost. This 
theory will bardly fit the drop in the silver 
market caused by the recent sale by Germany 
below the fixed price of 55 pence per ounce; nor 
is it consistent with the meaning of words. An 
absolute value is a square circle. Is it meant 
that the values of gold and silver never change 
to each other,—never change as measured 
against other products of the earth? Mr. Poor 
buts Sir Henry Maine, and Von Maurer, and 
Nasse, and Louis Morgan, and MacClellan, and 
Sir John Lubbock, and other scientific students 
of the earlv history of society, to the blush by 
the ease with which he proceeds in his inquiries. 
If he cannot command the facts, he invents 
them. Here is his fictitious ‘history of the 
effects of interest upon society: 

When loans of the precious meta!s could be safely 
Made at usury, a principle or element of aimost 

nite value and power was introduced into 
human affairs. With gold and silver to serve as 
the instruments of exchange. the means of ac- 
Onlsition were for the first time given to the race. 
By loans of them, with interest payable in kind, 
ils acquisition could be treasured up, ind be made 
to bear frait forall coming time. Until interest 
Could be obtained for their use. every person re- 
tained whatever he acquired in his possession, 
Until forced by his necessities part with them.

The British Parliamentary Bullion 
Committee of 1810, which is considered by the 
eleven obstinate jurymen, with whom Mr. Poor 
disagrees, to have made a most valuable contri- 
bution to the literature of money,—one which 
laid the way for the resumption of specie-pav- 
ments in England in 1823,~are declared to have 
been narrow of vision and scope. “ Wat their 
re * says Mr. Poor, ‘did prove or estab- 
lish, has been a riddle, compared with which 
that of the Sphinx was of the casicst solution. 
That it established no truth, and did pot ad- 
Vance monetary science a single step, is 
Proved by the fact that, instead of rec- 
onciling, it, omy served to increase the 
confusion and vxasperate the differences which 
already prevailed.”” Sure! y, that is a pew and 
curious method of prouf!” Ricardo was “ as 
wanting in ideas as Smith in knowledge of al- 
fairs.” “* He no sooner took up his pen than be 
seemed discharged of all reasoning faculty.” 
“Never was there a more striking instance of 
confident assumptiou on the one hand, and 
fatuity on the other.” As for Thothas Tooke, 
the author of the famous book on * Prices,” his 
** fallacy ought to be palpable to the dullest un- 
derstanding,” and “it is useless to reason with 
him."’ Next, J. R. MeCulloch, author of the 
“Cyclopedia of Commerce” and other works 
on Political Economy, is put into thé mili, and 
the resulting grist proves to be * dreams,” and 
“vagaries,” and “folly,” and  * asser- 
wholly gratuitous and false.”’ 
Hume, Adam Smith, Dugald 
Stewart, and McCulloch all excite our 
author’s wonder at “their ‘incapacity to 
couduct an argument” on money “ through a 
single paragraph, withoutinvolving themselves 
in the crossest mistakes and contradictions.” 
* To what,” he asks, “is this apparent feeble- 
ness of wtellect--the inability to make even 
ordinary distinctions, and this passion for find- 
ing them where no differences exist—due’” 
It wiliseem hardly creditite. but the answer 
given te these questions is, that ‘ No other ex- 
planation can be given than the uniformity in 
religion and dogma which so long prevailed in 
their country. The reasoning faculty of the peo- 
pic Was, as it were, lost,’’ et. As for Johu Stuart 
Mill, * Itis doubtful whether modern lhitera- 
ture presents 4 imore stinking cxample of un- 
warranted assumption on one side, and impo- 
tent conclusion on the other.” When you have 
proved impudence and impotence against aman. 
there is potning iett but to find some one else 
to assault; and so this Mrs. Caudle of Political 
Economy falls foul of H. D. Macleod, the well- 
koown author of the * Dictionary of Political 
Economy” and the “ Principles of Currency 
and Banking,’’ and remarks, delicately, that “ It 
will be time enough toreply to such flippant 
and incoherent nonsense, swollen ‘nto two 
spacious volumes, when Dr. Schieimann 


shall have ee up. at Troas' or 
Mycene, Du cheeses perfectly fresh 
and sweet,”’ etc., 


etc.,—whatever that may 
mcap. “The late Mr. James W. Gilburt,” 
author of ** The Principles and Practice of Bauk- 
ing,”’ we are told, ** was a striking instance of a 
voluminous writer upon money without any 
proper comprehension of its nature and laws.”’ 
Henry Fawcett, the blind memoper of Parlia 
meut, and widely accepted as a teacher of Po 
lityal Economy. * whollv misconceived the law 
or”’nature of paper anoney.” His theory of 
prices and credit “‘is singularly uophilosophic 
and inadequate.” Bovamy Price is let go with 
av allusion to his “fantastic bousense.”’ Prof. 
W. Stauiley Jevons illustrates the “ extremities, 
both im thought and styie, to wlucb the Euglish 
school is reduced’; but **there is a lower depth 
than even Mr. Jevons sounded, and that was 
touched by Mr. Bopamy Price.”’ 

Mr. Poor finds it ** necessary to refer only tery 
briefly to American writers, as they simply echo, 
without one spark of originality or independ. 
ence, but with av extravagance perhaps charac 
teristic of the nation, what they nave found 
written in the ovooks on the i otber 
side of the water.’’ Prof. Bowen is “feeble 
and garrulous.’’ After annihilating Prof. W. G. 
Sumner, without calling him any names, Mr. 
Poor descends upon Prof, A.-I erry, who is 
condemned as having ‘al! toe in-oberence of 
Bovnamy Price, though somewhat less of his 
rant.”” In discussing currency avd banking in 
the United States, Secretary Chaseis charged 


with originating the Jegal-tender, although 
Spauldive’s History of the Legal-Tender 
proves that he did not dw so. 


‘hen Chief Justice, Mr. Chase disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for the legal-tender, and upon this 
Mr. Poor says: ** There have beena plenty of 
corrupt and servile Judges. but it is doubtful 
whether histury affords another example of 
sucb absurd untruthfuiness. The facility with 
which, in this country, such men reach the most 
exalted and responsible stations, is little fitted 
to excite our nationa! pride.” 

The rest of Mr. Poor's book is given up to 
proving that a United States Bank must be 
created, in order that we mav go back in our 
politics to the exciting times that !ollowed the es- 
tablishment of the second United States Bank, in 
1816: to asserting that no possible advantage can 
result from the use of silver as a standard with 
gold: and to sketching a new method of re- 
sumption. These topics we will not debate 
with Mr. Poor. We cau sav oi his work as 
Macaulay said in another case: There are many 
things in it that’are new. and many that are 
good: but those that are new are pot good, and 
those that are good are pot new. Our author's 
universal objurgations discredit bim. There 
has been but one man on this planet who was 
always right and whose opponeuts were always 
wrong; and Mr. Poor is not that man. 

Many of the objections made to the methods 
and results of his predecessors are well found- 
ed, but Mr. Poor is not qualined im_anv way to 
demolish or to rebuild. Political Economy has 
reached a stage beyond which there can be he 
progress unless new methods of research and 
new systems of arrangement are adopted. But, 
in this renascence, the same vVicorous training, 
the same exvert patience. the same comparative 
method, must be emploved that bave yielded 
such wonderful results in Comparative Anat- 
omy, Comparative Mvythology, Comparative 
Philology. We must have Comparative Political 
Economy. But such a task hes entirely bevond 
the horizon of the author of ** Money and lis 
Laws.”’

CHARLES SUMNER. 

MEMOIR AND LETTERS OF CHARLES 8SUM- 
NER. By Evwarp L. Pierce. Vols. J. and IL. 
Boston: Roverts Bros. Chicago: Jansen, Mc- 
Clurg & Co. Svo., pp. 380-405. Price. $6. 
These two octavo volumes, including together 

nearly 800 pages, carry the memoir of Charics 

Sumner only to his 35th year, and to the date of 

the Fourth-of-July oration on “The True 

Grandeur of Nations,”’ by which he for the first 

time excited public notice, and laid the step- 

ping-stone to his subsequent great eminence: 

The events of his life are narrated with such 

minute detail by the biographer, and so much 

space is given to his correspondence, that the 
largest limits usually accorded to the jistorv 
of distingushed men are exceeded before the 
records of bis career are more than half set 
down. To complete the Memoir at this rate of 
progress, we may expect several additional vol- 
umes of a maguitude equaling these now be- 


fore us. 

From Mr. Pierce’s circumstantial account of 
the antecedents of Charles Sumuer, we learn 
that his family was of English ongin, and es- 
tablished in the County of Oxford nearly three 
centuries ago. William Sumner immigrated to 
America, with his wife and three sons, in 1635, 
and fixed his residence in Dorchester, Mass. This 
early settler in the Bay-State Colony was the 
founder of the American family of Samoners, 
from which the renowned statesman was de- 
scended. Tracing the lineage down to the 
father of Charles Sumner, it is shown that the 
bearers of his mame were generally men of 
sturdy, manly qualities, loyally devoted to the 
performance of public and private duties. 

Charles Pinckney Sumner was 3 graduate of 
Harvard College, and a well-read and aspiring 
lawyer. He was married in 1510, and. finding 
the task of supporting a rapid)y-increasing tam- 
fly a hard matter with tbe smal! income result- 
ing from bis profession, he became a Deputy- 
Sheriff, and afterward the Sheriff of Suffolk 
County, which last place was beld by him during 
thirteen years, or until thirteen davs before his 
death. The chief traits of Shenif Sumner 
were a rigid probity, an foflexibie will, a 
stern sense of justice, and a scrupulous at- 
tention to the rules of good-breeding. His 
character was, as a whole, uonmght but un- 

elding, and was the prototype in its marked 
eatures of that of his distinguished sun. 
Sheriff Sumner died at the age of 63,—a period 
which he had often designated as that of his 
probable decease; and it is a noteworthy fact 
that his son Charies died witbin a month of the 
sameage. His wife was gifted with the uncom- 
mon endowment of common sense, was skilled in 
domestic affairs, was vigorous of body, cheerful 
in spirits, and placid in temperament. She

comrade, and surprised his father by reciting 
lessons privately jearucd irom them, The cir- 
cumstance decided his educational course, and 
he was placed in the Latin School, and afterward 
at Harvard. The boy was partial to history, and 
at 14 wrote a compendium of English history 
from the Roman conquest to the year 1501,— 
the manuseript filling a book of eighty-six 
pages. Asachild bis manner was grave and 
serious, and he seldom engaged in youthfal 
sports, preferring to spend his time in sober oc- 
cupations or mbooks. At college his deficiency 
in mathematics, for which he had a_ de- 
cided distaste, lowered his general standing 
oeneath the level which his scholarship other- 
wise should have secured him. 

At 19 he left Cambridge, and passed the en- 
suing year at home, un ain what calling to 
take up, and yet by no ncans wasting the time. 
He pursued a course of solid reading in classical 
and modern literature, and grappled valorousiy 
with the despised and veglected branches of 
mathematics, obtaining a decided victory over 
geometry ant a partial conquest of algebra. At 
the year’s close he entered the Law Schoo! at 
Cambridge, having by that time made a choice 
ol the legal profession. His course here was 
ended in December, 1833: and in January the 
youth of 23 became a student in the law-office 
of Benjamin Rand. He was admitted to the 
Bar in the autumo of 1834, and a month after 
eutered into business partnership with George 
S. Hillard. The rooms at No. 4 Court street, 
which the yquag lawyers rceuted, were retained 
by Sumner through the twenty years which he 
remained at the Bar. 

for the following three vears Sumner worked 
laboriously at his protession and in literature, 
which he loved almost better than the law. He 
displayed no striking talents, and obtained less 
distinction than several of his associates easily 
gained. A strong friendship at this period united 
him in delightful bonds with a group of young 
men, each of whom carly achieved an hovorable 
place in literature. These were Cornelius 


C. Felton, Henry W. Lougfellow, Hillard, 
Henry RK. Cleveland; and Sumner, = anid 


the congenial band called themselves the * Five 
o! Ciubs.”” They convened frequcutiy for the 
discussion of the public qnestions of most ip- 
terest. and of such as that concerned themselves 
most nearly. The assowation was of mutual 
benefit, aud the affections grewn out of it were 
life-long. 

in December, 1837, Sumner sailed for Europe, 
thereby avcomplishing a scheme he had cher- 
ished from childhood. The pleasures of foreign 
travel were not his chief allurement across tie 
Atlantic, but the improvement ‘to be had from 
studying the institutions apd mmygling with the 
life of the Old World. Sumoner’s ambition was 
scholarly. Tosucceedin the ordinary practice 
of the law was not so much his desire as to be 
learned in legal science. He aimed to become 
acreat jurist, aud deemed it essential to the 
fulfillment of bis purpose to spend a 
period) abroad making such mental =  ac- 
quisitions as were only to be _ gained 
in contact with older civilizations than 
ours. He had saved from his professional ta- 
bors little more than a third of the sum—$5,000 
—he intended tu spend in Europe, but three 
kind friends made each a loan of $1,000, which 
was repail after his return, as is supposed, from 
the family-estate. 

Sumner landed at Havre in December; re- 
maimed five months in Paris. learning the French 
language, listening to medical and law lectures, 
attending the sessions of the courts, and min- 
gling sparingly in society. Tep months were 
then spent in England, where he was received 
with warm courtesy by the best people, and 
bonored with most flattering attentions. He 
was @coustant guest at the homcs of wealthy 
and cultivated nobles and commoners, and was 
favored with every advantage that could be 
offered a young and attractive foreigner. A 
second sojourn of a month in Paris followed 
the visit to England, after which three months 
were given to assiduous study i» Rome of the 
Italian language and literature, and more than 
twice that time to travel on the Continent and a 
prolonged inspection of its chief cities. — 

The most interesting portion of the corre 
spondence publushed$ in his Memoir ts that 
which reproduces, for the entertainment of his 
fnends, the impressions of men and things which 
Sumuer received during his residence of two 
years and over in Europe. Cvupious extracts 
fran these letters have already been presented 
to the readers of Tas TRIBUNE, and only a few 
brief passages will bere be added. At the house 
of Mr. Kenyon, the wealthy and generous friend 
of men of letters, Sumner met Landor, the 
most brilliant and eccentric genius of bis time. 
The conversation happening to fall upon the 
tomb of Washington at Mt. Vernon, Sumner 
mentioned the effort of Congress to have the 
body of the patriot removed to the Capital. ‘In 


making this statement,’’ writes Sumner, 
‘1 spoke of the ‘ashes of Washincton,’ 
saying that ‘his ashes will repose at 


Mt. Vernon.’ Landor at once broke upon me, 
with sumething like fierceness: ‘Why will you, 
Mr. Sumner, who speak with such force and 
correctness, employ a word which, ip the pres- 
ent covpection, is not English? Washington’s 
body was never bernt; there are no ashes; say, 
rather, remains.’ ” 

lu the description of a dinner at Lord Lans- 
downe’s, Sumuer remarks: “Il may say here, 
that among acquaintances vou never hear the 
word’ Mr.’ Lawyers at the Bar always address 
each other without that prefix. It is always 
‘Talfourd.’ * Wude,’ ‘Follett’; and at table, 
‘Landor,’ ‘ Forster,’ ‘Macaulay,’ ‘Senior,’ etc. 
Idui not bear the word ‘Mr.’ at Lord Laus- 
downe’s table, except when he addressed me, a 
stranger.”’ Elsewhere Sumner alludes again to 
the universal custom in England of omittme 
titles in addressing acquaintances. It is with 
nobles as with others, the surname alone is 
commonly spoken. 

- During a dinner at Holland House, at which 
a party of literary celebrities Were assembied, 
‘*that common expression, ‘her’ and ‘ine’ for, 
as some say, ‘she’ and ‘1,’ was ingemwously dis- 
cussed. Lord Holland defended the use of 
‘her’ and ‘me’ as. good idiomatic English, 
thus: ‘No one is handsomer than /er,’ and * He 
is absent oftener than me.’ Lora Holland said 
that his uncle, C. J. Fox, bad studied these 
poiuts, and used these expressions. Macaulay 
was strong the other way, but was much struck 
by the authority of C. J. Fox.” 

In a Jetter depicting the style of life in one of 
the great mansions of England. the home of 
Lord Fitzwilliam, Samper says: * I bave found 
it universal in Encland to play for money: 
sober persons make the sum sixpence on each 
point.—a term which do not understand, 
though I have gained several points, as 1 have 


been told. I played one eventing with Lord 
Fitzwilliam as my =wpartner, and we 
won between as. about a pound, which 


was duly paid and feceived. Another evening 
I plaved with voung Scarborough. and De 
Maulev, and aclergqyman. I then won: and the 
clergyman paid me five shillings. Now, J] must 
coufess that [ have dishikea all this very much. 
J do not fancy cards in their best estate, espe- 
cially do [ not fancy them when so nearly allied 
togaming. I, however, took my seat at the 
tables in order to make a set. and tell in silently 
and without any question with what appeared 
to be the received usage. Indeede@o strong is 
the custom in this regard as to give rise to 
another. which is quite different, I believe, from 
that in America. Among us, man and wife are 
never partners.—are they! Here, asI heard 
Lord Fitzwilliam observe, they always are 
partners,—because, otherwise, they would gain 
nothiig ; it would do a man no good to win 
from his wife.’ 

The triends of Sumner were generally of the 
opinion that the visit to Europe would do him 
no good in a professional point of view, and 
their conviction proved in the end tolerably 
true. He was faithfal to his business duties 
after his return, but the social triumphs he had 
so long enjoved in Europe were not without 
elfect upon him, and the tife of drudgery to 
which be came vack seemed tedious and re- 
pulsive in cottrast with the exciting days 
abroad. *I cannot but think.’ writes W. W. 
Story, who studied in Sumner’s office, and was 
for two Vears ™m constant association with him, 
‘that they changed the whoie after-course of bis 
lifé and thought.”’ 

At times during these years he suffered great 
depression from the faiiure to realize his early 
dreams, and his spirits were overwhelmed 
with gioom. Hesaw many of his frieuds sur- 
pags bim in the strife for professiona! honors, 
and the rewards that accrue from popular 
abilities and a successfui pursuit of fortune. 
His talents were not of the kind that com- 
mand immediate recognition. It is genius that 
wins youthiul fame, and Sumner was destitute 
of that divine gift. He had instead the quali- 
ties which make slow conquests, and vet, per- 
baps, ihe most complete and lasting that are 
achieved by manxind. He was equipped for in- 
finite toil and for infinite endurance, and he who 
is thus prepared for the battle of life seldom 
fails to be a victor inthe end. The pure princi- 
ples, the high courage, the unbending resolu- 
tion, the scholarly aspirations, the gentlemaniy 
bearifig of bis father. were all renewed in Sum- 
per. and awaited out the hour and the opportu- 
vity to prove him a jeader among men, fit to 
succor a forlorn hope, wr guige a perilous re- 
form to a righteous conclusion. 

In 1845 Sumnemwas invited to deliver the 
Fourth-of-July oration, in Tremont Temple, be- 
fore the citizens of ton. He had as yet 
achieved no particular distinction as a speaker, 
and hie triends awaited with anxiety the 
fruits of the occasion. The hali was fijled 
ou the day appointed with an audience repre- 
senting the fest culture of the Commonweaith 
of Massachusetts. With calm and stately man- 
per Sumner delivered a fervid and eloquent ad- 
dress, directed against the practice of war 
among nations, and assailing witnout fear or 
scrupie the prejudices of the majority of those 
listening to him. The speech was a forcible and 
incisive peers and kindled a | ory excite- 
ment, apread througbout country. 


ing unpopular truths regardless of the con- 
ventioualities; but the bulk of public opinion 
censured the audacity of the orator, and looked 
with foreboding upon his tuture action. Never- 
theless, the speech lifted Sumner out of - his 
previous obscurity, aud published to the world 
the peculiar powers be it paved the 
way for his future renown; and here, at the 
opening of a new and glorious career, the editor 
of his Memoir, for the time, takes leave of him.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

MEMOIRS OF CARLO GOLDONL Translated 
from the Original French by Joun Brack.

Goldoni, the father of the mode 

comedy, is introduced to the Ameri 
this fifth volume of Messrs. Osg¢ 
library of “Choice Autobiographies.” Few of 
the readers for whom his history is now repro- 
duced have heard of his name, yet in his own 
day his influence upon the Italiad drama, and 
therefore upou the Italian people, was great 
and beneficent, and his fame is still gratefully 
cherished among his countrymen. 

Goldoni was born at Venice in 1707; was edu- 
cated for the practice of law, and even entered 
the profession, but, having written a successful 
play, he abandoned the vocation to which he 
had been bred, and devoted himself to the work 
ot a playwright. He composed m all about 150 
comedies, a-number of which are still retained 
ov the stage. When Goidont began to write for 
the theatre, masks were still in use by the per- 
formers, and every play contained the stock 
characters, Harlequin, Pierrot, Pabtelon, etc. 
These were supplied with simply the outline of 
an action, which was filled out with a dialogue 
improvised by the players. In the first come- 
dies of the voung author he followed the sterevo- 
typed customs, Dut their restrictions were soon 
disrecarded, the dialogue was entirely written 
out, and so much noveltv was presented in the 
standard characters as to rerder them almost 
orwivai creations. The innovaticas made by 
Goldoni were recognized as improvements, an 
eventually established a thorough reform of the 
Italian stage. 

At the age of 4 Goldoni went to Paris to 
write for the Italian Theatre of that city. He 
was appointed instructor in the Italian language 
to the three daughters of Louis XV., receiving 
an annual pension of 4,000 francs. He was hap- 
pily marred, and died in 1795, aged 8s. 

Mr. Howells finds much resemblance to Gold- 
sinith in the character and adventures of Gol- 
doni, and expresses a regret that the former 
had not left an autobiocraphy giving us the 
same fresh and lively pictures of London life 
which the Venetian dramatist has of that of bis 
native city.

These five holiday-books, in pretty decorated 
covers, and with gilt-edged leaves, are attractive 
in appearance, and contain some pleasant, famil- 
iar songs of our favorite American poets. Their 
illustrations are, however, the important feature 
of the publications. Peculiar artistic iaculties are 
needed for the happy illustration of poems. 
The designer must have the judgmeut to choose 
for portrayal words which embody a picture 
that can be represented in definite form and to 
corporeal eves. It is true that the genius of a 
Biake, a Dore, or a Turner can paint even emo- 
tions, with other intangible things; but these 
artists are not understood by the multitude, 
while the few who do accept their works cannot 
brook anything far-fetched or commonplace. 


few of the illustrations under consid- 
eration are not at all suggestive of the 
thought they are meant to embody, 


though the majority are very appropriate. 
The landscapes are good; but the ficure-pieces, 
with some exceptions, lack correctness of form 
and grace of pose. ‘** The Pious Monks of St. 
Berbard’’ stands firstin the exceptions. The 
unfortunate youth whose motto was “ Excel- 
sior’’ excites a smile On most of the occasions 
of his appearance, and only makes a comfort a- 
ble picture after death. The brave little 
Kidelweiss stands up clearly: but the flower- 
pieces, as a whole, are rather rigid and lack del- 
icacy. These faults may be owing in a great 
measure to the engraving, which is everv- 
where heavily executed. As specimens of the 
printer’s art, these volumes do honor to their 
publishers, and will make an acceptable display 
on the ventre-table. b

FAMILIAR TALK. 


CAROLINE MATILDA. 

Caroline Matilda, the youngest child of 
Frederick, Prince of Waites, and the sister of 
George 111. of England, was born in the year 
1751. At the age of 15 the young and beautiful 
Princess was married to her cousin, Christian 
VIL of Denmark, a boy of 17, who had thus 
early fatally impairea nis intellect by excessive 
dissipation. In the feeble condition of body and 
mind to which he had reduced himself, the 
young King was incapable of managing the 
aflairs of his State, and the Government had 
fallen into the hands of his Ministers, at the 
head of whom was Count Bernstoff. In 1768, 
two years after the marriage of the unfortunate 
heir, Christian traveled through Germany, 
France, and England, and was accompavied in 
his journey by Dr. Johann Friedrich Struensee, 
who bad been lately appointed to the post of 
the King’s Physician-in-Ordinary. 

Struensee was a native of Haile, in Prussian 
Saxony, where, pursuing the study of medicine, 
he had taken the degree of Doctor when but 19 
years old. He had entered upon the practice 
of his profession in the Danish Province of 


‘Holstein. His superior talents commended 


him to the attention of the nobility, and finally 
secured him the plaee of Court Physician. He 
was ten years the senior of the King, and a man 


idl 
King, who, it 19 said, was by nature kind-heart- 
ed and well-gifted. 

The young Queen was less quickly inspired 


with confidence in the new favorite: but her 
mistrust was overcome when, in 1770, Struensee 
accoin plished successfully the experiment of in- 
oculating for the smali-pox her little 2-year- 
old son, the Crown-Prince, afterward ing 
Frederick VI. Struensee was, after this for- 
tunate experimeat, intrusted with the super- 
vision of the education of the child, and was 
also appointed Reader to the King and Private 
Secretary to the Queen, An estrangement had 
forsome time before this event existed be- 
tween the Royal couple: and, Caroline having 
confided to Struensee the uuvhappiness which 
she suffered, he exerted himself to bring about 
a sng ye ee rewarded with the ac- 
complishment of his ect, and the gratitude 
of both the King and the Queen. Fr 

Being painfully alive to the injuries which 
Denmark endured from the unwise administra- 
tion of the nobles, Struensee induced the King, 
among other changes, to remove the unworthy 
Holck from the office of Royal Companion and 
Director of Court Amusements, and to appoint 
his triend Brandt to the vacant place. In- 
creased powers were gradually granted to the 
Court-Physician and friend, until, ia July, 1771, 
he was made Chief Minister, while a Royal de- 
cree declared that every order he might issue 
should have full authority with or without the 
siguatare of the King. The young Queen, still 
but a girl of 20, shared in the councils of Stru- 
ensee, sustaining all his pumerous measures of 
reform. 

During the brief term that the Minister was 
in power, he improved the condition of the 
peasautry, promoted education, mitirated the 
penal laws, introduced order intothe finances of 
the country, reduced the expenditures of the 
State, established benevolent institutions, and 
Inaugurated varjous other sgagacious measures 
for the benefit of the nation.: But, in his haste 
to carry out bis schemes of reform, be not only 
incurred the jealousy of the nobles, but the dis- 
like.of the people whose condition he was labor- 
ing to ameliorate. The Queen-Dowager, Juliana 
Maria, the stepmother of Christian, was also 
offended at the domination of the young Queen 
and the influence of Struensee, and with her son 
Frederick, aided by the nobles, concocted a plot 
to ruin them both. 

The occasion of a court-bal) was seized for 
consummating the nefarious scheme. After 
the gay assemblage, who had held their revels 
in the apartments of the Palace of Christian- 
borg, had retired to their chambers, the con- 
spirators, previously convened at the room of 
the Queen-Dowager, forced an entrance into 
the bed-rvom of the King, and obliged him to 
sign warrants fur tbe arrest of fifteen persons, 
amoug whom was the Prime-Minister, Struen- 
see. The half-imbecile King was also prevailed 
upon to issue an order for the arrest of the 
Queen on ap accusation of conjugal infidelity, 
and to decree ber imprisonment in the Castle of- 
Kronberg. In the middie of the night Carolme 
Matilda was dragged from ber chamber, and, 
denied permission to speak with ber husband, 
was borne away, with her young iniant,—her 
second daughter,—to the dismal castle ov the 
shore of the sea) near the small Village of 
Elsinore. 

Struensee was-subjected to every insult by his 
captors, aud, loaded with chains, was confined 
in the Citadel: He was charged with abusing 
the power placed in bis hands, with the inten- 
tion of securing the abdication of the King, and 
with criminal intimacy with the Queen. 
Being threatened witb the agonies of torture, 
the wretched man confessed to the last charge ; 
but the high-spirited Carolive resolutely denied 
the truth of his statement. At last, it being 
represented to her that, if she convicted Strucn- 
see of falsehood, he must expiate the crime by 
a disgraceful death, she took up the pen and 
moved as though to sigu the paper acknowledg- 
ing her guilt, which had been previously pre- 
pared ready for her name. A deathly swoon 
interrupted the signature, which was finished 
by some one of her enemies present guiding her 
lifeless hand through the letters of her auto- 
graph. 

After the ceremony of a mock trial, Struensee 
was beheaded, amid the rejoicing of the mul- 
titude, the 28th of April, 1772 He had held the 
reins of government but little more than six 
months, his arrest having occurred between the 
16th aud 17th of January. The Queen was like- 
wise senténved to a cruel death, but, -by the in- 
terposition of the British Government, the sen- 
tence was commuted to-a separation from ber 
Roya! spouse. Her confinement in the gloomy 
Danish castie lasted four months. n May, 
1772, sbe was taken on board a British 
man-of-war, and copveyea to Hanover, 
where she was assigned a residence in the 
Castile of Zell. She was not permitted to take 
her infant out of Denmark: and, parted from 
her three chiidren, ip the loneliness of banish 
ment and the disgrace of her terrible downfall, 
she piped for three years, and then found rest 
fora broken heart in the stillness of the grave. 

When the distressing news of the hapless 
Queen’s arrest was conveyed to England, her 
mother was lving dangerously ill. Ip the opin- 
jon of Kine George, the intelligence couid not 
be withheld from the Dowayer-Princess. but it 
did not afflict ber long. She died a few days 
after receiving the news, and was spared the 
sorrow of learning the culminatioo of her 
daughter's woes. 

King Christian survived the death of the un- 
happy Caroline thirty-three years. He was so 
near idiecy at the time of the conspiracy against 
his Queen and his Minister as to be totally in- 
capable of governing his Kingdom, and Count 
Berastaff was recalied from Hamburg and again 
placed at the head of affairs. In 176 the 
Crown-Prince of Denmark, theu a youth of 16, 
assumed the Regency, and, at the decease of his 
father in 1808, became King Frederick VI. 

There is but one opinion regarding the ability 
of Struensee and the wisdom of his adminis 
tration while acting as the Prime Minister of 
Denmark. The sympathy of ali Europe was 
excited by hiscruel fate,which was believed to be 
undeserved. Upon the innocence of the young 
and lovely Queeo who fell with him, judgments 
are divided. She at least merits. the 
charity of mankindk& The circumstances ia 
which destiny bad thrown her were most trv- 
inc for an unfriended girl, the wife of a debased 
and weak-minded King, and, from the necessity 
of her position, the councilor and coadjutor of 
a man brilhantly endowed by nature and educa- 
tion to fillthe place at the head of a nation 
which her husband had shamefully unfitted bim- 
seli to occupy. M. Rogues, the French Protest- 
ant pastor of the church at Zell, who acted as 
the almoner of Queen Caroline during ber last 
sad years, recorded that, on the deathbed ofthe 
sorrowing woman, she made a solemn declara- 
tion that she had mever been unfaithful to her 
husband. 

A typical Frenchman’s view of the meian- 
choly tragedy is shown in tbe version of Felix 
Narjoux, given m “ The Journey of au Archi- 
tect.”’ His account is graphic, and we quote it, 
without, however, acquiescing in its interpreta- 
tions. Speaking of the spacious, but now ruin- 
ous apartments of the Castic of Kronbery. 
through which Hamile’s ghost once wandered, 
M. Narjoux says: 

One of these served as the prison of the beanti- 
ful Caroline Matilda. Here she was confined, after 
baving been carried off, in the midst of a fete, 
from ver Palace of Christianborg: and she remain- 
ed a prisoner iv this gloomy castie, exposed to the 
blasts of every wind, in frontof that dark North- 
erp sea covered with ice and snow; and here she 

assed long months ip sad recollection thatshe had 
Seen a Queen, and that, alas! she had also been a 
woman.

Struensee and his mistress, when Once at liberty, 
dasned of at full gallop along the avenues of 
Frederiksborg.

THE EFARTIWORM. 

A German scientific journal contains an in- 
teresting paper on the lite habits of the earth- 
worm, by M. Hensen, a naturalist who has had 
the subject under examination for a number of 
years. Tue structure t which the earthwortn - 
dwells consists of a tubc penetrating the earth: 
almost vertically for three, four, or even six 
feet. Sometimes the tabe bends horizontally 
after reaching a certain, depth dowuwards, but 
more frequently it is whetiy vertics!. At the 
bottom of ths tube the worm ‘ies With the head 
upwards. In wet weather tle adult animals 
come to the surface at night, aul” with the 
posterior end remaining in the tube, search 
round about on the ground! for vegetable mat- 
ter,—fallen steins, leaves, and small branches, 
These plant-fragments they draw into the tube, 
—each leaf being tirat rolied together and 
dragged into the case, leaving the stem pro 
jecting above ground. | : 

The portion in the tube is moist and Soft, in 
which condition only can the worm consume it. 
The worm gnaws away at it for days, but never 
draws it deeper into its cell. Gradually the 
tube becomes lined with the excretions of ite 
occupants. which consist of a black substance 
like the rich Jeaf-mold that gardeners use. 
Sometimes abandoned tubes are found filled 
with this substance, which is of vast impo 
as a fertilizer o! poor soils. The chemical com- 

sition of the worm itself is similar to that of 
ertile humus. The assertion that the earth- 
worm gnaws roots, M. Hensen has not found 
any evidence to sustain. No roots gnawed by 
the auimal have been seen, nor any resh pieces 
of plants in the conteuts of the irntestiwe of the 
worm.

BIRDS AND TELEGRAPH-WIRES. 
The Naturalist publishes some additional ev- 
idence relative to the destructiog of birds by 
telegraph-wires. An observer writes from lowa: 
Many prairie-chickens (Cupiaonia cupido) are 
In December, 
1868. near Cambridge, Story County, lowa, I saw | 
many of these birds lying deadin the snow, be- 
neath the line of the telegraph, and was informed 
by the stage-driver that they killed themselves by 
striking the wire in their rapid flight. Some of the 
birds had their heads cleanly cut off, and wost of 


them were torn and iacerated toa greater or less 
extent. One ortwo of the wounded were still 


alive and ergs ey | The spot seemed to be a fa- 
ight of the chickens. A high 
belt of timber skirted the river, and beyond this 
lay the mile-wide expanse of ‘*Skunk Bottom, 
bounded by high bluffs on the east. For certain 
reasons, possibly owing to some pecuiiarity of 
tae winds at this point, or to the protection afford- 
ed by the belt of timber, the birds were accus- 
tomed to speed like arrows down across this bot- 
tom, and slight contact with the single wire 
that stretched across would either maim or kill 
them outright. Since thattime | have heard of 
several instances in which these birds have been 
killed in the same mannerr The destruction of 
these birds is so general along some of the ra)lroad- 
limes in the West that section-men wake a regular 
business of gathering them up asan addition to 
their own stock of provisions. 
POISONOUS GRASSFS.

Having earnestly thought upon 
aud examined this subject for many years, I be- 
lieve Lam safe in asserting that three-fourths. at 
least, of our unhappy marriaces, and subsequent 
disreputable households, arise from the ‘‘ marry- 
img in haste” and too early. Our girls might far 
better finish their household cducativn under the 
superintending care of the dear house mother, be- 
fore undertakingto govern John’s domicile: and 
John himself (unless born with the golden spoon 
in his mouth) would act the Wiser partif ne firat 
hued the nest provided for his. dariing mate. _In- 
stead of this, are not oar girls tatght from earliest 
childhood to consider the secaring of a husband 
the *‘chiefend of man” (especially the wealthy 
ones, of those with great expectations)? To 
this end are they not reared and edu- 
cated, dressed, shiclded, trained? They muet 
not oake nor brew, lest beat inflame their 
delicate skin; nor must the wind of Heaven touch 
them, lest it roughen their complexion: sweeping 
and- dusting might make their soft hands other 
than soft; while any outdoor work, even among 
the fower-neds, would brown and disfigure them. 
lo insure their bemg brilliant and enchanting in 
the evening, they must sivep through a large por- 
tion of the day, and lest it should be invacined that 
they are not brought up in the lap of luxury, sea 
and laod mast be encompassed in order to make a 
good appearance. 

As for our sons, though thev are not pampered 
to the degree that ruins their sibers. "they tee 
often have the, seeds of ruin sown in their minds 
in early boyhood, and too frequently by the sisters 
themscives. VPaterfamilias ineti)ia the doctrine 
that to make moncy is the one object in life of par- 
amount aportance. while mother avd the girls 
bias the youthful mind by casting slars on this girl 
becouse she 1s **common” (which means poor) 
and on that one because she does not ** move in our 
set while those considered rich and great are 
held up as the only ones worthy of attention. We 
huve known lhis education to commence in fami- 
ves from the early schoul-days of the children 
thereof, aad we ask, lake us, asa whole. do not 
such families constitute a lurge proportion of our 
people’ And may we not attripute the unhappy 
marriages, the defective government. of housc- 
holds, the namerous divorces, to this fact, that we 
do not bring up our children with proper views of 
social life?

If not this, or its 
equivafent. buy, beg, or borrow photographs of 
Roman svenery and architecture. he more you 
know of htatory the more eager you will be to im- 
press the past or present features of the locality. 
Juat here. beware of such flights of the :mazina- 
tion as exaggerate the size of famous buildings. 
Many of them are no =%Jlarger, no more 
eymmetrical, than those you may i have 
looked. upon im your own Jand, and wouid 
be no more charming were it not forthe softening 
influence of time and the historical essociations 
hat clusteraboutthem. Successive weeks might 
be given tothe etudy of the different walle and 
bridges, the Forum, St. Peter's, Castie St. Anzelo, 
the Capitol, the Vatican, fountains and aque- 
ducts, galleries of sculpture aud painting, palaces 
and vilias, churches, baths, and other ruins, the 
Appian Way and the Campagna, 

4 he outiines of history may be filled in at pleas- 
ure. Admurable directions for the study of history 
may be found in President Porter's books and read- 
ing. as well as lists of desirable books upon the 
different ages of Reman history. You wil! desire 
to study the subject, and not undertake to begin at 
the beginning of any one author's work, and read 
ploddingly throngh tothe end. Te bring together 
from every source available such items of infor- 
mation as illustrate each particular point, is to 
kindle enthusiasm and create interest at every 
step. 

‘omen’s clubs in Quincy; I))., and Davenport, 
la., have been pursuing acourseof study com- 
mencing with the state of the world at the coming 
of Chriet, including of course the history of the 
world from that date to the present. All this is 
delightful study, usefuland admirable. Whether 
the study of American history, a review of its 
progress during the century jus* closed, its present 
position, its institutions, its resources, its sys- 
tems of education, its future prospects, its hu- 
manitarian and religious work, would not be more 
immediately desirable and important, is a question 
that deserves consideration. The City of Wash- 
ington would afford an admirable study. The 
necessary enthusiasm wouid be kindled by reading 
Mary Clemmer’s ‘*Ten Years in Washington.”

GOOD BEHAVIOR AT TABLE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Forest, Ill., Nov. 17.—In reply to Miss Flite’s 
inquiries in to-day’s Homel take the liberty to 
state that, while there is nota ‘‘ universal stand- 
ard of table manners,’ good society has for such 
occasions, as well as for ali others, its rules, which 
in all essentials, and even in almost all minate 
particulars, are uniform and invariable. They are 
always founded on appropriateness and good taste, 
without any room forthe display of bad taste by 
their violation. 

The criticism on the cultured American gentle- 
man’s behavior at table in Europe, to whicn Miss 
Flite refers, is just. It is not correct to unfold 
the napkin at large; and to do so and tuck it under 
the chin, leaving it to hang onthe breast, as we 
often see would-be polite people do, is, as Mr. 
Billings would say, simply ‘*awphull.”’ 

It is not one, of the unpardonable offenses against 
good manners to thank a waiter for some special 
service, such as furnishing you witha knife, in 
case yon are so unfortunate as to drop it; for it 
does not aon” show a want of breeding, but 
rather the ession of the most important ele- 
ment of politeness, good nature. This is confined, 
however, to informal dinners en famille, at a ta- 
ble where you are well acquainted. It is noteal- 
Jowable among strangers or at a society dinner. 

The fork is for the left hand; the knife and spoon 
forthe right. It is convenient to paruly unfold the 
napkin and place it on the left side. The latter is 
not an inexorable rule; it may ve placed in the 
lap without being the subject of observation, but 
it is not the better way, and isa little wanting in 
taste. A small piece of bread inthe right hand is 
the proper assistant of the fork, especially in eat- 
~ fish, which the knife should never touch. 

t is important that there be uniformity in the 
use of the fork; for »f your neighbor at table 
bolds his fork in his left hand, and you employ 
our right, your elbows arein danger of collision 
n raising food tothe mouth. Besides, the nght 
will be free to take wine and other things, not to 
be taken by the left. Hence, it has been found 
convenient to assign the fork to the latter. 

The fork controversy of last summer waa, proba- 
bly, not a sincere one on the part of the knife’s ad- 
vocate. itis likely that he keptup the agitation 
for the purpose onlv of impressing on the minds of 
young readers the necessity of eschewing a havit 
of unspeakable vulgarity which no one of breeding 
practices.

MITTENS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

WaARERI00, Ia., Nov. 19.—Having received 
about six letters a day this week asking for direc- 
tions for knitting mittens, I thougnt best to send 
them to you, and all could be supplied. Thanks to 
Ruth and Aunt Nancy for their kind Iectters. I 
feel asifIhad fallen among old friends. The 
directions for mittens are: The hand—Cast on 62 
stitches. Widenevery other time across on the 
same endto 72. Narrowonthe same end every 
other time across to 62; widen again to 72, and 
narrow to 62; bind off. Sew together, leaving a 
piace forthe thumb, Crochet straight around the 
wrist in plain stitch four rows of biack and six of 
red. Sew the last row of red to the first of red on 
the wrong side. making the red double. Ron a 
narrow red ribbon through the firet row of black, 
tying in a bow onthe back. Embroider the back 
similar to a kid glove. 

The Thumb—Cast on one stitch. Widen every 
Other time across until you have six. Knit once 
across and cast on 10, making 16. Widen each 
time across at the end of the nee:jle til! you have 
27. Knit 10 times across, widening at the end 
with the gore, and narrowing at the opposite end, 
keeping 27 stitches alithe time. Knit 10 times 
across, widening at the end withdut the gore, and 
sk ge at the oppoeite end. Narrow each time 
across, till you have 16 stitches; bind off 10, leay- 
ing six for gore, at the same end as the gore on the 
Opposite side; narrow every other time across to 
nothing. Sew together, and thenin the mitten 
two ounces. of biack and one-half of red are re- 
quired. Seal brown and red; or light blue are 
very pretiy. I have tried to be very explicit, 
as we who have had a mitten as well 
as directions had some tronble with thumbs. 
Size of glove, 64. Two stitches more or less for 
each size will, I think, be sufficient. I could send 
& paper pattern if it would be any assistance.

Rocxrorp, Ill., Nov. 20.—I notice a call from a 
suflerer. Mrs. N. V., I think if you will use. this 
remedy, itmay do yoy good: Take of roli brim- 
sione one-half pound and a picce of saltpetre the 
size of a large bean. Put them in an carthen vessel 
and pour on one quart of boiling water. The dose 
is a small wineglassful three times a day. The 
brimstone must be ponnded fine before the water is 
poured on. Put between two thicknesses of flannel 
some of the pniverized brimstone and wear it about 
the ankles; also have them well rubbed every day 
with saltand water. When one quart of the en!l- 
phur water is osed up make another. Your discase 
is of jong standing and needs perseverance. 

I would say io Amy: Dry your collars. then lay 
them on a clean cioth and rub the thick boiled 
starchinthem till they are wet through. After 
they are dry, dip them in cold starch water and rol! 
them ina dry cloth: they will be ready to iron ina 
few moments, this wili make them stiff and give 
them a polish.

To make corn-meal coffee, take one quart of 
corn-mea] and four tablespoonfuls of mvolasses, 
mix them thoronuchly *o as to moisten the whole, 
spread itin a dripping pan and ect it in the oven to 
brown, taking care not to let it bifrn. Use two 
tablespoonfuls of the meal io one of coffee. 
Coffee made of the meal alone isa good driuk for 
the sick.

Conclusion of the Inquest on the 
Two Firemen. 


Testimony of Marshal Benner and the 
Other Witnesses. 


A Word ef Censure on the Subject of 
Unsupported Water Tanks. 


The inquee«-vo i*< bodies of Dudley and O’- 
Rourke, the men who vame to their death in the 
Pield & Leer fre on the 14th imst., was resumed 
zad concluded yesterday afternoon before Coroner 
Dietzech, w the Chicago Avenue Station. The 
testimony given was as follows: 

WILLIAM NAYLOR, 
of No. 80 West Washington street, engineer of 
the Field & Leiter Building, eaid that he was 
brought to the building after the fre broke out, 
end hurried to it as fast as possibie. When he ar- 
rived, the firemen were taking the bose up 
the first flight. Went into the engine- 
room and found a fair fire and forty pounds 
of steam. Staid in the basement and kept 
the pump going. Conldn't get out to see much of 
the fre, WhenI gotto tne building the fire could 
be seen near the freight-elevator. When! could 
e'ay in the basement no jonger I left. This was 
from 9:30 to 10 o'clock: The tank fell while 1 was 
in the basement. and ten or fifteen minutes before 
lieft.. There was no fire inthe basement while I 
was there, but a thick emoke and twelve inches of 
water about the tank; it was pat above the ceiling 
and covered with tin. It rested on the joists. It 
held about-ten tons of water. It stood about the 
northeast corner of the building. lt was twelve 
feetiong by six wide. The joistsran from the 


port wall toa girder supported by posts. The 
space between the roof and the ceiling varied from 
five feet in the front to ten inches in the rear, The 
only partitions are the casings around the elevator 
apd the hatchway.. The sheaves of the 
slevators are in this space. To get into this 
spaee one must zo through a scuttle in the ladies’ 
water-closet. The machinery was oiled by an as- 
sistant. Used Virginia block oil—earthol. The 
machinery in the roof had not been viled for some 
Gays: it Was oiled from cups. The oil was kept.in 
the oil-room. bearings were loosely bab- 
bitad, and they would stop before they would get 
hotenough to make much neat. The tank had an 
overfiow on the roof aud a tell-tale. We played 
through the stand-pipe for fire, and not through 
Lhe tank-pipe. We had a check-vaive on the stand- 
pipe. The hose had not been used when! started 
the pump first. The waste used inthe building is 
all burned in the boiler. The atue had a rough 
floor of loose boards. The stove onthe fifth floor 
wasattended to by the cloak department. Tre 
only thing that there was in the attic was some iron 
colamns intended fora mansard roof and plenty 
of gue-pipe. There were no gas-jets in the aitic. 
‘Uhe tank was made very probably of five-sixteenth 
iron. and weighed about one and uone-baiftons. The 
se (ttle to get up tothe sheaves was a smail one— 
say, eighteen inches. The tank which fell through 
w.+ about twice as far from State street as from 
roe alley. There was an access to the attic by a 
‘vor from the side of the hatchway. Any one 
ce aid get in through thie door that chose; it was 
n» loekea. The tank waich fell was situated close 
u, to the north wall. Don’t know how many col- 
2 bes there were; there might have been twenty- 
‘A. or more. The iron rope was about 300 feet or 
~ The columns were laid-around miscellaneous. 
(ue floor of the attic was nailed. Have been with 
ihc firm since tue great fire. Have had no changes 
©: ‘ate among the firemen. Do not think it possible 
that there could have been friction enough to starta 
fire. Do not think there was any chance for the fire 
wo eave taken from the stove or pipe. 
e MRS. K. DOYLE, 

of No. 161 Forquer street: Was une of the women 
who swept out the store; left the building about 
720. ere was a fire in the stove on the fifth 
floor. but it was aimostout. The gas was all out 
but ope burner, and that wasturneddown. The 
watchman looked all over the room within five 
minutes of the time we left. Have been in the 
wok eince March. Never attended to tne stove 
nor pet any coal init. It used to take about an 
ho wanda halfto sweepout. Saw no fire or smoke 
tutnight. The sweepings were always taken up 
ap put in a track anc taken to the elevator. 
Ceased work only a few days, and began again last 
Monday. Never saw any greasy rage about the 
room. Never saw anybody open the door into the 
ail c. and never went up myself. 

Mrs. Hanlon, of No. 1300 Butterfield 
street, the other sweeper, indorsed the previous 
witness’ testimony. Never saw the stove rea hot. 

FIRE-MARSHAL BENNER 
said that be was at the office the night of the 
fre when 25 was turned in, at 8:04. When we 
arrived, foynd the firemen just north of Field & 
Leiter's easing. One of the patrol men broke in 
the door in Buricy & Tyrrell's, and we started up- 
stairs. L-went up to the third floor, and some one 
soove me sung Out that there was no fire in the 
building. I then went into the building north, 
aud found no fire there; ordered everybody out, 
thmking it was a false alarm. On reaching the 
Sidewalk saw people running toward the cor- 
ner of the Singer Building. When I had 
gone a hundred feet I. learned tnat the Singer 
Suilding was on fire. The doors on State 
sircet being closed, | went to the Washington 
Bircet entrance, and found it open and some 
people about. 1 ordered Chemical No. 4 to 
get ap into the building as soon as possivie. Just 
the: alarshal Swenie said the roof was ail afire. 
Looked up through the rotunda and saw the fire, 
see ning to cover twenty or twenty-five feet: it was 
in toe direction of the north passenger elevator. 
At the same time water was falling on the main 
figor, Then Swenie, by my order, turned in the 
seeund and third signals combined. I went around 
vu Mate street; the Hook and Ladder men were 
cutting through the iron door—the northern one. 
This delayed us. When we got through, Engine 
17 putona stream. The passenger elevator was 
then burning from the top  fioor to 
ihe bottom. No. 17 played there some 
time to cut the fire off from the basement. No. 
\(} was putinto the rotunda, but the second and 
thied streams were sent up stairs. Marshals 
hw nie and Shea were sent up to the top floor fo 
ece that the windows were opened, and to get up a 
tii an if possible. Inthe meantime the Skinner 
vas ordered to the State street front. Marshal 
Mousham and others went upon the roof of the 
vey & Tyrrell building with Hook and Ladder 
. panies Nos, 2 and 3 to raise the Field & Leiter 
as s00n @s possivic. At least tnree or four 
8 altempted to go up the north stair- 
Wiis i did not go u myself. 
first that occurred after that was 
4a. one of the tanks fell. 1 was then nearly in the 
thwest corner of the building. After the tank 
i started toward it. where the men were moan- 
I went ap part of a flight of stairs, and found 
. tue stairs did not extend any further, but that 
these Wasa pile of timberinfrontof me. I com- 
meaced clearing away atonce. There were some 
lore uumbers, one of which I supposed was leaning 
vu one of the men. As llifted on this timber it 
ip) eured to cause the wounded man more pain. I 
was thenaloue.

Dudley might have died of epilepsy or of heart-

The jury then turned the remainder of the peo- 
ple out of the room and vroceeded to consider 
THEIR VERDICT. 


. After debating the matter from 5 o'clock until 


6:40, they returned the following as their verdict: 
We, the jury. fad that Charies A. Dudicy came to 
his death, from some cause to us unkown. in the ATth 
story of the premises of Field, Leiter & Co. during a 
fire which occurred thereon on Wednesday, Nov 

14. 877. end that John O'Rourke died on 
the same premises, during the same cre, by 
reason of the failing of an iron water-iank from the 
top-story of the building. We further record 
our decided disapproval of the practice of placing 
beavy water-tanks without incombustible supports un 

der t upon the a’ story of high buildings, thus 
eudangering human tife. and we believe that the ap- 
prehended danger from the falling of one of the tanks 
from the upper story of the premises of Field. Leiter & 
Co. seriously interfered with the suppression of their 
fire. and we recommend that the building laws of the 
city be so amended as to forbid the placing of large 
water-tanks ip upper stortes of buildings. unless such 
tanks have incom)bustibie supports. 

From the evidence before us we are unabie to ascer- 
tain the immediate cause of the fire. 


WEST MADISON STREET TRACK. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 23.—Your report of the proceed- 
ings of the Common Council yesterday shows that 

on Streets and Alleys, W. D.. report- 
alan Se pening authority to the Wert Divis- 
ion Railway to extend apd operaie for twenty-five years 
their track on Madison street to Centra) Park, they to 
be allowed to charge two cents extra fare until a via- 
ductixbailt over Rockwell street. in consideration of 
the acceptanc@ of this ordinance, the Company is re- 
leased from ali obligation to extend its track on West 
Lake street until a viaduct is built over Kockwell 
street. 
To all those people who have any interest west of 
Western avenue, either as residents, property- 
owners, or visitors to Central Park, euch au ordi- 
nance would border closely upon an insult; and to 
those whose interests are near Lake atreet it goes 
far beyond that point. | 
May 25, 1859, the Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany was granted authority to May its tracks on 
West Lake etreet on condition that ‘said track 
should be extended to the present or future city 
limits when, in the onmion of the Common 
Coun¢il, euch extension was necessary,’ and the 
Chic City Railway,Company. which transferred 
ite rights and liabilities to the West Division Rail- 
way Company, took its franchise mpon the con- 
dition that it would so extend its tracks within 
sixty days after the passage of an ordinance requir- 
ing it to do so; and unless it obeys such ordinance 
of the Common Ceuncil it forfeits all its rights upon 
that street. 
On the 9th day of April, 1877, the Common 
Council passed an ordinance requiring the West 
Division Railway Company to extend its tracks and 
operate ite railway upon Lake street to Central 
Park within sixty days. This ordinance has been 
contemptuousty disobeyed, and the only answer 
that hae been made to it is this proposea ordinance, 
which compels the payment of additional fare pro- 
vided atrack is laid upon. Madison street, where 
the Councfl has no power to compel tbe extension, 
and exeuses the Company from buiiding a track 
where the Council can alone compel it to build 
one, and leaves it to buiid or not upon Madison 
street as it may deem fit. 
The distance from State street to Central Park is 
four miles. and is bata trifie further than the dis- 
tance to Silver Leaf Grove on Ogden avenue, where 
this Company runs cars on One fare, and is not so 
far as the South Side Compafiy runs for one fare. 
What motive influenced this Committee on 
Streets and Alleys in reporting such an ordinance 
I cannot tell; and admit that they miay be entirely 
honest ones, but to an unprejudiced mind it looks 
like a complete surrender to the Railroad Cowpa- 
ny, which has been in contempt of the Common 
Council for months. 
This question of viaducts on Rockwell street 
was started by J. Russeil Jones, Presideat of the 
West Division Railway ‘“ompany,. and | defy the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys, W. D.. to deny 
it: and it was 6o started by jim as a convenient 
excuse for either not extending his tracks to Cen- 
trai Park, or, if compelled to do #0, to charge ad- 
ditional fare for passage. Who supposes that via- 
ducts will be built over Rockwell street in our 
generation, when there are dozens upon dozens of 
streets in the city where they are needed ten times 
more ! 
The residents and property-owners west of the 
Great Eastern track only ask that the Common 
Council fairly understand this question, and that 
all parties in interest fairly understand it before 
they are sold and delivered. Yours, etc.,

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Nov. 23.—I notice in your issue of this 
morning that the Committee on Strects and Alleys 
of the West Division revorted an ordinance grant- 
ing authority tO the West Division Railway Com- 
pany to extend their tracks to Central Park for 
twenty-five years. This portion of the ordinance 
is well enough, but they also propose to give them 
authority to collect an additional fare of two cents 
for the distance west of Rockwell street to the 
park, which is one miie, which wil! piace the fare 
for unfortunate citizens and taxpayers west of 
Rockwell street at 7 cents. They propose to allow 
them to collect this extra fere uutil the viaduct is 
built over Rockwell street, which, in the present 
state of the city finances, is too far in the future 
to even admit of a thought. 
This is ciase legislation carried to extremes, 
when we consider it is not only ,.the people living 
west of Rockwell street who are interested, but 
every citizen of Chicago who maey, visit Central 
Park. The distance to Central Park is much 
shorter than several lines in Chicago. For in- 
stence. the State etreet and Cottage Uirove line is 
five miles, the Archer avenue line four and three- 
quarter miles, the Milwaukee avenue line four and 
one-half miles, on all of which the fare is only 5 
cents: and there are none of them whose future 
prospects are so bright, and nune of them ter- 
minate at a public park as the provosed exten- 
sion will, and none of them carry as many 
sbort-ride passengers as the Madison street 
line does. When you take into account the dis- 
tance is only fourand one-quarter miles, it does 
not seem ible that our Common Council could 
fasten this thorn in the side of West Chicazo. 

I hope Tur TRIBUNE will take interest enough in 
this portion of the city to assist us in this matter, 
so that this grasping monopoly may not make our 
section inaccessible by placing the fare so high 
that people will strive to get farther from the most 
inviting portion of the city for moderate houses, 
instead of investing in the vicinity of Centra) Park.

No Agreement in the Whisky 
Cases--A Counterfeiter 
Tried.

The jury in the whisky cases, after being out all 
night, came into court yesterday morning Jooking 


| rather the worse for wear, aund-reported that they 


were unadie to agree. 

Judge Blodgett asked if there was any prospect 
of agreeing, and whether their trouble was caused 
vy disagreement on a point of law or fact. 

The toreman replied that the question was one of 
fact, and that there was no prospect of their bring- 
ing In a verdict. 

The Judge then discharged them, remarking that 
he was sorry they could not agree, but the evidence 
was 30 conflicting that there was perhaps room for 
an honest disagreement or difference of opinion.

THE CARTER COUNTERFEITING CASE. 

The trial of Walter P. Carter for counterfeiting 
was concinded yesterday afternoon betore Judge 
Biodgett. Several witnesses were examined as to 
the character of the stuff found in. Carter's 
room on’ West Fifteenth street, among them 
Detective Tyrrell, to whom Carter confessed that 
he had been making bogus coins. He cjaimed he 
had only succeeded in just making a living. Carter 
is @ young man not over JO years of age, but he is 
mostexpert at making bogus money. His molds 
were made of plaster of Paris, but so hard that they 
gave good impressions. The courposition used for 
tne coins Was a mixture of metals, and was well 
calculated'to deceive, being white and hard, and 
having somewbat of the metalic ring, and even the 
milling On the edge being sharp. Nine out of ten 
persons Wouaild accept one of these coins as good 
on sight. At the conciasion of the arguments the 
jary browght in a verdict of guilty witnout leaving 
their seats, The prisoner was remanded for sen- 
tence, 

The case of Jonn P. McCormick, indicted for 
violating the Bankrupt law, Was then taken up. 
He was @ partner with M. B. Derrick in the boot 
and shoe business at No. 148 State atreet. It is 
claimed that he caused goods to be taken from 
the store soon after being received from New 
York and had them sold at the auction store of 
McNamara for 60 cents on the dollar, and that 
some of the proceeds were used in paying a mort- 
gage on the homestead of his . wile.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE. PARTY, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Lyons, Ia., Nov. 21.—Feeling as I do, proud of 
the record which the Republican party has made in 
connection with the eventful service of its history, 
lam sorry that | cannot resist the conviction that 
very many wuom the party has honored with the 
highest official positions are demonstrating their 
utter dniitness and their inability to rise above the 
intrigue and chicancery of the deimagogue so as to 
exhibit euch evidences of statesmanship as the 
country has a right to expect at their hands. 
Upon no measure of pyblic policy have the people 
of all sections and all parties been more united 


than in the demand for Civil-Service reform, It 
has been felt that the sentiment of the 
old Democratic war-cry, ‘*To the  vic- 
turs belong the spoils,” has dempralized 
to a fearful extent every branch of

expression of this sentiment was 60 strong and so 
general that both political parties have felt the 
necessity of ** yielding to the logic of events" by 
making to the country the most formal and public 
pledges for the correction of this greatevil. In 
accepting the Presidential nomination Mr. Hayes 
gave the additional assurance that this reform met 
his hearty approval and should command his most 
earnest efforts. In his inaugutal address as Presi- 
dent he gave to the people renewed assurances 
of the sincerity of his intentions in this 
regard, end in the exercise of the ap- 
pomting power conferred wpon him no one 
can charge that he has failed m asingie instance 
faithfully and honestiy ww execute the trust im the 
spirit of the pledges so repeatedly and solemnly 
made; but, instead of receiving the encouragement 
and support of other public servants who are under 
like obligations to aid ‘n accomplishing this re- 
form, we are presented with the humiliating spec- 
tacle of Republican Senators meeting in secret 
caucus forthe purpose of devising means to defeat 
the President in his laudable efforts Lo execute the 
wili of the people. These Senatorial dignataries, 
With an arrovant assumption that ouvht to consign 
every One of them to private iife, demand that the 
President must, before making nominations, con- 
eult them, —in other words, thathe yield to them 
the prerogatives that underthe Constitution and 
laws belong to him alone. If the President yields 
to this demand we may well inquire what 
becouies of the promised Civil-service re- 
form: It i# neither more nor iess than a 
repudiation of party pledges, a persistant deter- 
mination to retain at all bazards the old system of 
appointments to office, wiih all the evils that in- 
herently attach to it. Disguise it as they may, it 
ix a cOufession upon the part of these conspirators 
that something more than the merit they possess is 
needed to retain them in their exalted positions. 
They must be permitted at the public expense to 
subsidize agents whose influence may be exerted in 
their favor as occasion may require. The Presi- 
dent whom the people have elected must surrender 
to taem, and make appointments at their suyves- 
tions, and so as to subserve their interests reyvard- 
lees of fitness or qualifications. It ix quite sure 
that, insofar as this feature of the President's policy 
is concerned, theemasses of the people are most 
heartily insympathy with him, They feel that be is 
acting in good faith, and with no other purpose than 
to accomplish the best resuits. If he has the firm- 
ness to maintain his position he will be sustained, 
while those who seek to circumvent him wil! be 
brought to grief. on fy 


REFORMS THAT ARE WANTED. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 22.—In the new era of peace and 
quiet dawning on the nation, shall we sink into a 
mental stupor, or shall the same energy which has 
hitherto done so much forus be hopefully turnea 
into such channels as shall give rich fruit in much- 
needed, various, practical, and economica) reforms? 
Many are looking fora favorable answer to such 
questions. Will the future be rich 1n all possible 
utilitarian developments, or is it to be atime of 
slothful inaction, and are we to be smitten with a 
leprosy of conceit in thinking that future reforms 
of a practical nature, in a large and comprehensive 
sense, are neither needed nor attainable’ To do so 
would not be like the Américan people, and we 
hope, and feel assured, that continned intellectual! 
lite wiil dissipate all apathy and seek a broad na- 
tional activity in al) essential practical utilitarian 
reforms. What, then, are some of those reforms 
80 much required’ 

First—Reform of the English lancuage. Give 
us a phonetic reform of the languave up to the 
highest pointof practical utility. Many inteiligent 
minds ure ready forthis, This result coul', no 
doubt, be best accomplished by an internatiortal 
Anglo-American Commission, to be instituied re- 
spectively by the Governments of the two coun- 
tries. The new dictionary of such a commission 
would be gladly accepted by ali English-speaking 
people as the standard. 

Second—The adopting of the metric system of 
Weights and measures, and, if possiole, in connec- 
tion--by Governmental influence—with other lead- 
ing Countries in Europe who have not yet adopted 
it. Also, at the sume time, the adoption of a uni- 
form system of expressing the measures aud pow- 
ers of all instrumental and dynamic forces. 

Third—The looseness and weakness of our Na- 
tional Government in. certain directions clearly 
shows that some things ‘‘are out of joint.”’ Other 
nations since our Constitution was adopted have in 
the process Of experience discovered valuable 
principles of action in free government. If 
there be such, are we too conceited 
ignorant not to avail ourselves of such 
realized experience. It is hardly supposabie that 
any political constitation made a hundred vears 
ago could be applicable, or availabie. for the re- 

ulrements of the times, and a moment's re- 

ection, we think, will show that oursis not. | 
venture to assert that to-day it is an even question

THE CREMATION OF A BABY. 
New York Worid, Nov. 21. 

On the llth inst., as has been already pub- 
lished, the infant child of Mr. Julius Kircher, 
proprietor of alarge ultramarine manufactory 
at 615 East Fifteenth street, died of marasmus. 
Mr. Kircher is nominally a member of the Gér- 
man Lutheran Church, while his wife belongs to 
a Jewish family. Though both middle-aged, 
they bave been married but a short time, and 
this was their first child. When it died it was 
proposed to bury it in the Lutheran Cemetery 
at Middle Village, but the father of Mrs. Kircher 
was anxious that the interment shoula take 
place ina Jewish cemetery. Mr. Kircher, on 
the other hand, was opposed to interment any- 
where, and proposed, as a compromise, to cre- 
mate the body. This was agreed to, and on 
Tuesday evening last the cremation was per-

formed at the factory. 


At 5 o’clock, whea the majority of the work- 
men were leaving, Mr. Kircher requested two of 
his most trustworthy hands to remain and see 
that the fires in the drying-room were kept up 
at their greatest heat. His instructious were 
obeyed. He theo went into his private office 
and came out with a sinall paper which he had 
brought down with him in the morning, and 


which, on being uncovered, was found to con- 
tain the body of a baby, 8 days old, and weigh- 
ing seven pounds. Thecnild was wrapped up 
inalinen chemise and had its little bands 
crossed upon its breast. The body was care- 
fully deposited on the table, on the top of 
several packages of ultra-marine, while the 
bellows were applied to the fire, which soon at- 
tained such® heat that the ron turned red and 
white by turns. Mr. Kircher then lifted the 
body of his dead baby into an iron retort. which 
he put on the fire, and, standing. off at a 
distance of a few feet to avoid being scorched 
watched the flames leaping into and all roun 
it, his eves suffused with tears. The two work- 
men removed their hats and stood looking on 
meanwhile. In fitteen minutes the fire had 
done its work, and all that remained of the 
sevyca-pound baby was two ounces and a half of 
clean white ashes. Mr. Kircher then bade bis 
men extinguish the flames, which was done, 
and time being given tor the retort te cool, it 
was carefullv removed and the ashes were put 
into a piece of tissue paper and weighed, after 
which they were inclosed in a small silver urn, 
which Mr. Kircher proposes to standon his 
mantel-piece with the inscription: 
Eguihard Louis Kircher. 
Geboren Sten November, 1877. 
Gestorben llten November, 1877. 

A reporter of the World who called to see 
Mr. Kircher yesterday had a long talk with 
bim about his singular action. Mr. hircber is 
an intelligent man of considerable culture and 
very advanced views. He is thoroughly Ger- 
man iD appearance, mavner, and thought, and 
He talked ireely 
about his child and its cremation, and said: 
“It was thoroughly successful. The furnaces 
at our factory are just fitted for cremation, as 
thev can give the greatest possible amount of 
weat, Which is very necessary for tic proper 
service. There was no disagreeavle smell at all, 
no smell of auy kind, and as to the appearance 
it Was not hali as shocking as the burying of a 
body in the ground.

See, in 
this case, an ordinary funeral would have meant 
tedious ceremonies, great expense, twenty or 
thirty carriages, aud adding to the grief of 
everybody; instead of that we have a simple 
and effective uvude of disposing of the body, and 
with that urn we shall have the remains of our 
only little one always with us.’’ 

At this point, Mrs. Kircher entered the room

aside, apd continued, saying: ‘‘ Tut, tut, mv 
dear, it can do no harm to be properly under- 
stood. I am altogether in favor of cremation. 
I have left explicit orders in my will to have my 
body burned at my factory by my men and dis- 
posed of as the baby’s has been. If my wife 
dies first I will do the same for her.”’
